Rosh Hashana riots 


SEVERAL KILLED AND INJURED

Paris 


Several Jews and Moslems were killed and shops were burnt 
down and plundered in an outburst of fierce inter-communal rioting 
that engulfed the city of Oran, in Western Algeria, during the two days 
of Rosh Hashana. The bloodshed, rioting, and arson, ended with the 
arrest of 7° nersons. At least 24 people were injured. 


The rioting was triggered off by the murder of a 48-year-old 
Jewish barber. Henri Schroun, while he was on his wav to svnagofue. 


There had been a festive atmosphere in the picturesque Jewish 
quarter of Oran on Monday, the first day of Rosh Hashana, and

was the barber, who was carrying his baby in his arms and holding 
the hand of his little daughter. Suddenly, a Moslem terrorist jumped 


at him from +Achind, stabbing him several times in the back 
a dagger.

Four Morcecan Jews were among 
the 78 persons killed in the ait 
disaster that occurred three’ miles 
from here on Tuesday night. In all 
persons lost ther lives when a 
Caravelle jet airliner belonging to Alr 
France crashed in dense fog and 
caught fire

A Moslem 
terrorist fired on a Jewish woman 
without hitting her and was then 
killed by a member of the security

HELP FOR TUNISIAN 
IMMIGRANTS

PARIS 

In view of the sharp increase in 
the flow of refugees from Tunisia to 
France. the Executive Board of the 
(Unnted Jewish Socal Fund) 
has decided to open an office charged 
exclusively with helping those among 
the refugees whose situation 1s pre- 
CaTLoUs Those leaving Tunisia are 
allowed to take with them one dina: 
and a small quantity of personal 
belongings 

In the week preceding Rosh Hash- 
ana the number of Jews who lett 
Tunisia for France since the Bizerta 
fighting reached tour thousand; of 
these three thousand are French sub- 
ects and about one thousand are 
lunisian citizens. 

It will be recalled that a numbe: 
of Tunisian Jews have recently been 
urrested on flimsy pretexts Some 
of those arrested were brutally inter- 
rogated by the police on charges of 
having “insulted Bourguiba” o1 
“having derided the Tunisian flag.” 


British writers’ appeal to Russia

len prominent Anglo-Jewish 
writers. of the younger generation 
have sent an appeal to Mr. Alexander 
Surkov. the chief of the Union of 
Sovict Writers in Moscow, to use his 
influence to obtain facilities for “ the 
specific Jewish languages of Yiddish 
and Hebrew 


Ihe, also express their concern at 
the severe wai in which Jews and 
Judaism are often attacked im the 
Soviet. Press. “ particularly pro- 
vincial newspapers circulating in the 
Ukraine, White Russia, Moldavia, and 
the Baltic countmes, where there are 
traditionally large Jewish populations.” 

Signatories to the appeal are 
Dannie Abse. Gerda Charles, Brian 
Glanville. Dan Jacobson (originally 
of South Africa) Bernard Kops, 
Fmanuel Litvinofl, Wolf Mankowitz. 
Frederic Raphael, Pete! Shaffer, and 
Jon Silkin 

In their letter to Mr. Surkov they 
describe themselves as “a group of 
individual British dramatists, . poets, 
and novelists with varied political and 
cultural ideas.”. They then go on: 
“But we are also Jews and therefore 
survivors of the Nazi holocaust that 
destroved a third of our people, 
Apart from the physical destruction 


of entire communities, the trageds 
depleted the creative vitality that has 
enabled Jews to make their own con- 
tribution to the arts, science, and 
literature of our civilisation [he 
present imecrease in cultural exchanges 
between our two countries encourages 
us to write to vou, and through you 
to our colleagues in the Soviet 
Writers Union, on an aspect of this 
question which is of coneern to us 
and winch we hope will evoke a 
Sympathetic response trom you.” 


Forlorn hope 


This hope has so far proved a for- 
lorn one Ihe letter to Moscow was 
sent on July 28, but there has been 
no reply and not even an acknow- 
ledgment of its receipt, The Anglo- 
Jewish writers, having waited in vain 
for over six weeks, decided therctore 
to make public the contents of the: 
appeal. 

The writers point out that accord 
ing to the official census of 1959 there 
were 2.268.000. Jews in the Soviet 
Union, of whom 471.744 still used 
Yiddish as ther mother tongue. 
“They are therefore numerically the 
most important surviving Jewish com- 
munity in Europe,” Yet. in 1948, 
almost overnight (as they put iW 
“Jews became a Soviet national 


minority entirely deprived of national 
rights.” All their national organisa- 
trons, publishing houses, newspapers, 
magazines, theatres. and 
schools were  abolished—the 
exception being a small paper in Biro- 
Bidjan with a limited local circula- 
ion-—and a number of leading Soviet 
Jewish writers and intellectuals were 
imprisoned and- later (August 12 
1952) “unjustly executed.” 

“We bring up these facts.” the 
authors ot the letter stated. “ because 
as writers we believe that a people 
are best able to survive if their lan 
guage. culture, and traditions are 
allowed to flourish We are dis- 
turbed that no serious effort has since 
been made to re-establish the Jewish 
cultural mstitutions that fell victim in 
the Stalin period, though much has 
been done in your country to repat 
other imjustices inflicted at the same 
time. 

Referring to some “encouraging 
developments" more recently—such 
as Jewish concerts, the publication o! 
Yiddish books by writers who have 
died, and the promise of “the first 
Soviet Yiddish magazine for nearly 
twenty vears.” [this has since made 
its appearance and is described in an 
article on page 19 of this issuc}—the

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


SABBATH OF 


F all the Sabbaths of the 

year none bears compari- 

son with Shabbat Shuva in 
solemnity and potential for inspir- 
ing awe. It stands poised at the 
commencement of the New Year, 
overcast by the ritual of Yamim 
Noraim. Even some of the tunes 
chanted during its services echo 
the melodies of the solemn days. 
The very atmosphere is charged 
with the tenseness which this period 
engenders. 


Like other special Sabbaths 
which bear a distinctive designa- 
tion, such as Shabbat Chazon and 
Shabbat Nachamu, its name js 
derived from. the special Haftara 
of the day, yet even in this it dis- 
plays a unique feature. While 
these other Sabbaths are marked 
for the readings from but one 
portion of a given prophetic book, 
on Shabbat Shuva the Haftara 
forms a carefully selected reading 
from no less than three prophetic 
writings—from the books of 
Hosea, Micah, and Joel. These 
books are inherently different from 
each other in style and content, 
yet the well-balanced selection 
which forms the reading of the 
day presents a unified and compo- 


‘ site theme. 


Hosea’s utterances are dictated 
by love. Being himself a victim 
of faithlessness, he realised that his 
own bitter experiences served to 
symbolise the attitude of his people 
towards their God; yet he was 
convinced that God's love for 
Israel would effect a lasting recon- 
ciliation between Him and His 
wayward people. 


\{ICAH, witnessing the gross 
‘ injustice which prevailed in 
contemporary society, was moved 
by righteous indignation’ to 
denounce the evils which he saw. 
He was a prophet who preached 
that stern, inexorable justice must

dictate the measure of punishment 
to be meted out to evil-doers. 

Joel, however, envisaged God's 
wrath as a devastating plague 
sweeping across the earth leaving 
desolation in its wake. But even 
this wrath could be appeased by 
repentance, if it were accompanied 
by a change of heart and the 
creation of a new spirit which 
would establish a new set of per- 
sonal and social values 


The knowledge that these three 
themes and concepts —love, justice, 
and repentance--become merged 
into one unified prophetic message 
must heighten the sensitiveness of 
all those who can react to the call 
of these solemn days, Essentially 
these are the dominant features of 
our spiritual exercises during the 
Yamim Noraim. Our prayers, if 
recited with true sincerity, are 
directed to the God of love who, 
in the language of Ezckicl, “ doth 
not desire the death of the wicked, 
but that he turn from his ways and 
live.” God knows our wayward- 
ness, for we are like children who 
rebel against commandment and 
need to be reminded that the way 
of return to His love is ever open. 


yer these are days of judgment 

and our actions are weighed in 
the scales of justice. A love that 
does not chastise is not real love. 
A loving parent must reprove or 
his affection is valueless. If we 
genuinely address ourselves to 
“Our Father, our King” we must 
accept the implications of both 
these designations. The commands 
of the one must be obeyed and— 
the reprimand of the other must 
be accepted. 

But the awareness of the love 
and the punishment finds its most 
sublime expression in the measure 
of the repentance that we can 
sincerely undertake. True rep 
tance can be stimulated by the 
realisation that both wield thei 
influence.

Identity parades in schools

Police inquiries are being made 
‘among the Anglo-Jewish community 
as to the whereabouts of nine-year- 
old Yossele Schumacher, who dis- 
appeared from the home of his 
parents in Israel over a year ago. 
Identity parades are being carried out 
in schools. 

This was stated in Bow Street 
Magistrates Court on Wednesday, 
when Shalom Schtraks, the boy's 
uncle, was once more remanded in 


custody, until next Thursday, on an 
application by the Israel Govern- 
ment for his: extradition’ He is 


accused of child-stealing and perjury 
in the jurisdiction of the Govern- 
ment of Israel. The Magistrate, Mr. 
Rertram Reece, again refused bail. 

The request for bail wis made by 
the defendant's counsel, Mrs. Esther 
iwi, who told the magistrate that 
she would again apply for bail to a 
High Court judge, so as to enable 
Schtraks to spend the Day of Atone- 
ment out of prison. 


Mrs. Iwi put several questions to 
Detective-Inspector Margaret Heald, 
who had opposed bail on the grounds 
that if Schtraks was at large he would 
interfere with the police inquiries into 
the whereabouts of the child. Counsel 


asked How tar have you now 
proceeded with your inquiries ?” 
Detective Inspecto! Heald : “we 


@re continually making inquiries, but 
it is difficult to say what stage has 
been reached, since we do not know 
where the child is.”

If Yossele is found by the police in 
Britain, an application will be made 
for him to become a ward of a 
British court, Mrs. Iwi told the court 
at last week's hesring. 

She said: “ Our instructions are to 
make the child a ward of the court 
at the first opportunity because we 
feel that only if this child is made a 
ward of the court in this country will 
his future be considered and proper 
rome paid to his best interests.’ 

htraks came to court from his 
home in Stamford Hill, having been 
released on bail the previous evening 
from Brixton prison by order of a 
High Court Judge, Mr. Justice Plow- 
man. In addition to the £2,000 bail, 
the defendant surrendered his pass- 
port to the police. 

Opposin the application for 
renewal of bail, counsel representing 
the Israeli Government, Mr. R. L. A. 
Goff, said that the grounds for objec- 
tion were threefold. First, because 
of the severity of the offences with 
which defendant was charged, each 
of which carried in Israel a penalty 
of up to seven years’ imprisonment. 
Secondly, “with regard to the possi- 
bility of absconding,” Mr. Goff stated 
that the defendant made on May 3, 
1960, what was alleged to have been 
a perjured statement to the police in 
Israel. Six days later he applied for 
a passport and six days after that 
he left Israel for Britain. 

The third objection referred to the 
whereabouts of the missing child: 
“The child, Yossele Schumacher, is 
a nephew of the defendant. and his 
whereabouts a matter of grave con- 
cern.”

German Government’s offer 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Eleventh-hour attempts are being 
made by the World Federation of 
Polish Jews to obtain representation 
on the Jewish Claims Conference and 
with its help to get at least a measure 
of compensation for Jewish property 
which the Germans looted in Poland. 

Mr. Anselm Reiss, President of the 
recently formed Federation, who 
passed through London last week, 
told a crowded meeting of the Asso- 
ciation of Jews of Polish Origin in 
Great Britain, held at the Cora Hotel, 
that they had “almost missed the 
boat,” but that there was still a 
chance that their just demands might 
he met, at least in part. “ The obvious 
discrimination which the German 
Government practised agamst East 
European Jews in respect of compen- 
sation may be alleviated,” he stated. 


Mistakes made 


Polish Jews had partly themselves 
to blame. Mr. Reiss said. For it was 
not until this year that they formed 
the World Federation, one of whose 
aims was to champion the case of 
Polish Jewry in the field of material 
restitution. But there was no doubt 
that mistakes had been made by those 
Jewish leaders who had conducted 
the negotiations with the Germans 
and who had neither the knowledge 
of the problems nor the enthusiasm 
required for the successful presenta- 
tion of the case of Polish Jewry. 
“Only we can do it.” he remarked, 
“but then only if both the Claims 
Conference and the German Govern- 
ment are made to see that our 
Federation really represents the 
united and collective voice of the 
remnant of Polish Jewry.” 

Mr. Reiss said : “ We do not envy 
those Jews who have benefited from 
German restitution and compensa- 
tion. But we regard it as our obliga- 
tion to frase our voice m protest 
against the unparalleled = imequity 
committed against the Jews in Eastern 
Europe, who were deprived of the 
right of compensation.” 

The Reparations Agreement. which 
the Claims Conference signed with 
the German Government, was coming 
to a close in three or four years’ 
time. Mr. Reiss declared that “at 
this late hour™ they must draw 


attention of non-Jewish and Jewish 
public opinion to the injustice of the 
German Government, “who have 
ignored our rights,” and to the negli- 
gence on the part of the Jewish 
negotiators who had “ overlooked 
our interests.” 

Dealing with the shortcomings of 
existing German legislation on com- 
pensation, Mr. Reiss pointed out that 
its benefits were limited to those East 
European Jews who had left their 
former German-occupied countries 
for the West not later than October, 
1953. “Are the Jews from Eastern 
Europe, who have suffered more than 
any other section, to be punished 
because they could not leave their 
countries of origin within the 
prescribed limits of German iegisla- 
tion? Did these Jews stay in those 
countries because of choice or 
because of the inability to leave, an 
inability which still applies to 
thousands of them?” the speaxer 
asked. He pointed out that in the 
case of Polish Jews it was not before 
the end of 1956 that they could 
emigrate im large numbers. Some 
60,000 had gone to Israel since then. 


Proof required 


Mr. Reiss was even more bitter 
when he spoke of the cynicism of the 
Germans, who had. legislated thai 
compensation for property could be 
claimed by East European Jews only 
if they could prove, first, that such 
property had been taken from them 
by the German occupiers, and, 
secondly, that it had been sent to 
what at present was Federal German 
territory. 

“Have those people no idea of 
what went on in Poland and other 
East European countries under Ger- 
man occupation ?” Mr. Reiss asked. 
“Do they really imagine that a Jew, 
whose home was. invaded by the 
Gestapo and who was either killed 
on the spot or sent to death in a 
concentration camp,-could have asked 
for a receipt for his stolen goods ? 
Or could have kept a check on where 
his property was taken ?” 

Mr. Reiss revealed that as a result 
of negotiations between the leaders 
of Polish Jewry, Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann, and the Germans, the German 
Government had said that it “is now

Nine young people, members of 
six youth movements, have left Lon- 
don to attend the 29th Youth Leader- 
ship Course at the Jewish Agency's 
Institute for Jewish Youth Leaders 
from Abroad, in Jerusalem.

(Maccabi), Mai Joy Hall (Habonim),

prepared to recognise, in principle,” 
the claims of those Jews who left for- 
merly occupied territories not later 
than October, 1956. The Germans 
also proposed that there should be 
a global sum for all claimants 
concerned. 

The Federation had refused to 
accept that offer on those conditions, 
and negotiations were still gomg on. 

Mr. Reiss added that while Ameri- 
can. British, Brazilian. Austrahan, 
and other Jewries were represented 
on the Claims Conference, Polish 
Jewry, “who had suffered most,” 
was not. 

In order to show both the Claims 
Conference and the Germans that the 
Federation had the mandate to spea« 
for its members, Mr. J. Schindler, 
who presided at the meeting, asked 
for approval of two resolutions. The 
first expressed deep regret that the 
German Government had so fir 
taken no steps to compensate Polish 
Jewry. and the second supported the 
demand of the Federation to be 
represented on the Claims Confer- 
ence. They were both carried 
unanimously.

Major losses to community

When Rabbi Dr. Alan Miller, 
minister of the South-West Essex 
Reform Synagogue, and one of 
Anglo-Jewry’s most promising younger 
rabbis, announced recently that he 
was leaving for America to become 
the spiritual leader of the Society 
for Advancement of Judaism in New 
York, the community found the news 
disquieting. For rabbis and ministers 
have been steadily leaving these 
shores during the past few years. 

While some of these departures have 
been mainly of local importance, there 
have been others which constituted 
major losses to the whole of Anglo- 
Jewry. The most serious blow of 
recent years came in 1959, when 
Rabbi Dr. Alewinder Altmann, Com- 
munal Rabbi of. Manchester for 21 
ears and Hon. Director of the 
nstitute of Jewish Studies (which he 
had founded). Ieft to occupy the 
Chair of Jewish Philosoph 
Brandeis University, Massachusetts, 
U.S.A. At that time a Jewisn 
CHRONICLE cditorial note, referring 
to Dr. Altmann as “one of the few 
rabbis in this country to enjoy a 
reputation of international dimen- 
sions,” added sadly : “No doubt a 
feeling of loneliness has been partly 
responsible for his decision to move 
from this country.” 

Another blow to the community at 
large came when, in 1956. Rabbi 
Bernard Casper left his position as 
minister of the Western Synagogue to 
become Dean of Students at the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem. 

And, although he did not leave the 
country, Rabbi Kopul Rosen added 
to the ministry's losses when he left 
the rabbinate in 1950 to inaugurate 
Carmel College 


Persuaded to stay 


Looking through our files for the 
past five years, one finds that ten 
Spiritual leaders have been recorded 
as leaving our shores since the 
beginning of 1957 (though two of 
these have since returned), and an 
¢leventh would by now be in Aus- 
tralia if his congregants had not 
successfully persuaded him to stay. 

f the ten who accepted “calls,” 
most (like Rabbi Miller, who is 35) 
are young; many have high academic 

valifications, and three are. Reform. 

n 1957 three ministers left, and one 
the Rev. D. Kurnoff, assistant minis- 
er of the Childwall Congregation, 
Liverpool, who had accepted a 
“call” to the Wellington Congrega- 
tion, New Zealand), resigned, but was 
prevailed upon to change his mind. 

Those who actually left Britain 
during 1957 were Mr. Nathaniel 
Jacobs. of Manchester, who became 
minister of the Pretoria Reform 
Congregation, South Afrioa ; the Rev. 
Ronald Lubofsky, minister of the 
Cockfosters and North Southgate 
District Synagogue. who left to 
become minister of the Great Syna- 
gogue, Sydney: and Rabbi Chaim J. 
Cooper, minister of the Kingsbury 
District Synagogue. who accepted a 
“call” to be chicf minister to the 
Jewish community of South Australia. 

Of these three. Mr. Jacobs was 
a former minister. having held posts 
at the Garnethill Synagogue, Glas- 
gow; Bowland Street Synagogue, 
Bradford; and the United Congrega- 
tion of Israelites in Jamaica, before 
retiring temporarily from the 
ministry. Mr. Lubofsky, who was 
28 at the time of his departure to 
Australia, had been minister at 
Cockfosters and North Southgate 
for three years and was formerly 
assistant minister at the Hampstead 
Synagogue. Rabbi Cooper, who had 
been at Kingsbury since 1951, had 
previously been Principal of Aria 
College, Southsea. and lecturer in 
English and Classics at Portsmouth 
Municipal College. He has since 
returned, and is now Communal 
Rabbi of Hull. 


To Tokyo—and back 


The vear 1958 saw the departure 
of one ministe! the Rev. Lazar 
Jakob, of the St. Annes-on-Sea 
Hebrew Congregation, who accepted 
a “call” to the Tokvo Hebrew Con- 
gregation (a community which mainly 
consists of American and Canadian 
business men) for a limited period. 
Mr. Jakob had been at St. Annes for 
four years; previously he had been 
minister for four years of the Mill 
Hill Synagogue.. and then headmaster 
of the Holy Law Synagogue Hebrew 
Classes, Manchester. He, too, is now 
back in Brita.n. 

The following year saw the depar- 
ture of Rabbi Dr. Altmann; Rabbi 
Dr. S. Herman, of the Harrow Dis- 
trict Synagogue, who was appointed 
senior minister of the St. Kilda’s 
Hebrew Congregation, Melbourne ; 
and the Rev. Yahuda Shabatoy, 
assistant minister of the Manchester 
(Reform) Congregation of British 
Jews, who left the ministry to do 


educational work in New York. 

For Hungarian-born Dr. Altmann, 
who was also Chairman of the 
editorial board of the “Journal of 
Jewish Studies,” this was his second 
“call” abroad. In 1951 he had 
been invited by the Hebrew Univer- 
sity to become its Professor of 
Jewish Philosophy, but decided to 
remain in Manchester instead. In 
an interview following his acceptance 
of the Brandeis post, Dr. Altmann 
explained that he regretted having to 
uproot himself from a community to 
which he had become attached, but 
that the “call” to America was a 
challenge he could not leave 
unanswered, He was glad, he added, 
to be given an opportunity for single- 
minded devotion to research, and 
teaching. 


Both ways 


Two ministers left for Northern 
Rhodesia in 1960: the Rev. 
Wolfson, of the Swansea Hebrew 
Congregation, who accepted a “call” 
to the United Hebrew Congregations 
of the Copper Belt, and the Rev. G. 
Rockman, of the Grimsby Hebrew 
Congregation, who was appointed 
second minister and reader of the 
Lusaka Hebrew Congregation 

Mr. Wolfson had been in Swanses 
for just over two years, having previ- 
ously served at Grimsby, Plymouth, 
Wolverhampton, and in Edmonton, 
Alberta (Canada), where he was the 
B'nai Brith Counsellor at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta. Mr. Rockman, 
three years at Grimsby, and a 
graduate of Manchester Yeshiva, was 
an example of emigration in both 
directions ; he had at one time served 
as a munister in Auckland, New 
Zealand, 

Although Rabbi Casper’s depar- 
ture did not, strictly speaking, come 
into the period under review, this 
particular loss to Anglo-Jewry (at the 
end of 1956) is apposite to be 
recorded here. Another rabbi with 
a scholarly bent, he had served the 
Western Synagogue since 1954. 
having previously been minister of 
the Higher Broughton Hebrew Con- 
gregation, Manchester. and Director 
of Education of the Manchester Cen- 
tral Board of Religious Hebrew 
Education. 


From South Africa 


Mr. Michael Wallach, Secretary to 
the Office of the Chief Rabbi, says 
that one must set off against the out- 
ward flow of ministers the fact that 
some are coming info the country at 
the same time. There has, for 
example, been a recent influx from 
South Africa All the same, the 
number of ministers leaving Britain 
is more than those coming in, though 
the exodus is not large enough, Mr. 
Wallach adds, to give cause for con- 
cern. He also points out that the 
emigration is in some _— cases 
“ planned.” since Dr. Brodie makes 
it his policy to encourage some of 
the best young men in the ministry 
to spend a number of years with 
Commonwealth communitics—even 
if they prefer not to settle there 
permanently.

LEAFLETS WARN 
HOUSEWIVES

Within the next few days 30,000 
Jewish housewives in the London 
area will be receiving by post a leaf- 
let from the London Board for 
Shechita. 

The front cover will bear a Magen 
David with an arrow pointing to it 
and the words: “Do not be fooled. 
Is this enough ?” 

This leaflet, prepared by a firm of 
London public relations consultants. 
is part of a big campaign to inform 
the Jewish public about butchers 
who let the housewife assume that 
they are selling kosher meat, but who, 
it is alleged by the Board, are buying 
trefa meat. These shops are not 
licensed by a recognised ecclesiastical 
authority, but do, however, bear the 
Magen David on the premises. 

Inside this leaflet there is a letter 
from the Chief Rabbi, the Haham, 
and other prominent religous leaders 
pointing out to the housewife the 
danger of not establishing the fact 
that the butcher they deal from is 
under the supervision of an ecclesi- 
astical authority (the Beth Din or 
Kedassia) before purchasing _ their 
meat and poultry. All the butchers 
who are under supervision carry the 
recognised sign, similar to the seal 
attached to the meat, 


PROTEST MARCH IN 
PANZER COUNTY

SWANSEA 

About half a dozen young Jews 
were among those who took part in 
the Pembroke demonstration against 
the training of German troops in 
Wales last week-end. One of the 
principal speakers was Mr. Leo Abse, 
Labour M.P, for Pontypool. 


They all travelled with the mobile 
campaign which started in Coventry 
last week and moved through Birm- 
ingham and much of South Wales. 
Meetings were held all the way to 
protest against the presence of 400 
members of the 84th Panzer Battalion 
at Castlemartin, Pembrokeshire. 

One of the young demonstrators, 
Stephen Goldblatt, of Hampstead, 
told me there were six or seven 
Jewish students among the 70 mem- 
bers of the National Youth Peace 
Campaign who had formed the 
mobile column which marched 
through many South Wales towns. 

At the rally in Pembroke Mr. 
Abse declared: “Our protests here 
are directed not against the young 
German conscripts, but against the 
generation of Colonel Von Kleist 
(the unit's commanding officer), who 
still determine Western German 
policy.” 
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GERMANS “CAN’T BE 
TRUSTED”

The training of German troops in 
Britain was strongly condemned by 
two Labour M.P.s—Mr. David Weitz- 
man, Q.C., and Mr. Leo Abse, when 
they addressed a public protest mect- 
ing called by the Stoke Newington 
branch of Poale Zion at the Stoke 
Newington Library Hall, N.16, last 
week. Alderman S. S. Cohen, a 
former Mayor of the Borough, 
presided. 

Mr. Weitzman referred to the fact 
that the protest they were making 
had been endorsed by a majority of 
the Trades Union Congress. It was 
said of those who protested that they 
were guilty of racial prejudice and of 
“ discrimination” against 
But, he pointed out, the whole 
essence of allied policy on Germany 
after the war was recognition of the 
necessity for discrimination against 
her, because of the history of the last 
100 years; because the present 
leaders of Germany could not be 
trusted not to seek her remilitari- 
sation. 

What, he asked, had happened to 
change all this? The training of 
Germans in this country was only the 
beginning. Where would it stop? It 
Was not simply a question of the 600 
soldiers at Castlemartin. He believed 


that what was happening now was 
merely the “thin end of the wedge.” 

Mr. Weitzman recalled the fact 
that, together with Mr. Abse, he went 
into the Division Lobby to vote 
against the Order granting facilities 
for the training of German troops in 
Britain, in spite of the Labour Party's 
decision to abstain. 

Mr. Abse said that the anti-Panzer 

rotest was not motivated by any dis- 
ike of Germans, but by the know- 
ledge that it was sometimes 
dangerous to forget; that those who 
wished to forget the facts of histor 
were too often compelled and, indeed, 
condemned, to re-live them. He was 
absolutely convinced that it was in 
the interests neither of Britain nor 
of peace gencrally that German 
troops should come here. That was 
why he would go to Wales to take 
part in the demonstration being 
organised there. 

Mr. Abse expressed his belief that 
it was safer for Britain and for 
Europe that Germany should be 
divided. 

“The danger to this country,” he 
said. “is that we’ will become 
exploited by West German politicians 
who are more concerned’ with 
strengthening their position and that 
of Germany than they are. with 
securing a genuine peace throughout 
Europe.”

SILHOUETTE 


LOUIS JACOBS 


ITH his book on Talmudic 
Logic and Methodology 
published this week, Louis 
Jacobs, best known for his theolo- 


‘gical writings, returns to his first 


love. As a student in Manchester 
and Gateshead he was regarded as 
a Talmudic prodigy by many of 
the leading rabbinic authorities in 
this country. His devotion to Tal- 
mudic studies has never waned, 
but at University College, London, 
where he was a student and later 
taught Semitics, he came to appre- 
ciate the value of academic tech- 
niques, of investigation into the 
Jewish sources which goes by the 
name of Jiidische Wissenschaft. 


As have a number of eminent 
Jewish scholars he saw that far 
from there being any imcompati- 
bility between the yeshiva depth of 
learning and the new comprehen- 
sive learning, the two supple- 
mented each other. The result of 
this synthesis was apparent jn his 
doctoral thesis, “ The Business Life 
of the Jews in Babylon,” and is 
renewed in his latest work which 
brings an original approach to this 
field of Talmudic studies. 


Synthesis, too, he has tried to 
achieve in his theological writing. 
Both in “We Have Reason to 
Believe ” and “ Jewish Values,” for 
instance, Rabbi Jacobs has criti- 
cised the fundamentalist position 
in Bible scholarship, and has 
shown that loyalty to traditional 
Judaism need not result in negating 
God-given reason. Famous Jewish 
scholars im many lands have 
worked out, and now take for 
granied, a theology based both on 
sound learning and a recognition 
of the extending boundaries of 
knowledge. But in Britain such 
voices are still rare and, when one 
is heard here, it often invites 
merely the back-biting of heresy 
hunters. Louis Jacobs endures 
stoically the attacks of the unen- 
lightened, but only the malicious 
would challenge his sincerity or 
suggest that he is anything but a 


meticulously observant apd _relli- 
gious Jew.

His own congrega- 
tion and the community at large 
Shared the conviction that this dis- 
tinguished Rabbi of the United 
Synagogue could serve Anglo- 
JeWry best by instructing future 
clergy.

In great demand as a lecturer, 
his gift for teaching was recently 
recognised by the B'nai B'rith of 
America, who invited Louis Jacobs 
as first foreign lecturer to their 
Institute of Judaism. In the four 
weeks he spent in the United 
States, speaking from Washington 
to Texas, he brought to his 
audiences his unique talent for 
making abstruse theological doc- 
trines exciting and dynamic. It is 


not surprising, therefore, that he 
has received offers from seminaries 
and pulpits abroad, but he con- 
ceives it his duty to remain in this 
country, and would be reluctant to 
exchange its tranquillity and dignity 
for other spheres, even where the 
opportunities may be greater. 


To his many friends, who range 
from Chassidim to sober Christian 
theologians, from beatniks to Zen 
Buddhists, Lous Jacobs is no 
unsmiling pietist but a warm and 
gentle teacher with a ready ear and 
inexhaustible patience for the 
inquirer. Now, after two years as 
tutor at Jews’ College, he stands 
at a turning-point in his career, 
He arrived at the College at a time 
of decline when, with a fine new 
building, it possessed everything 
except new students for the 
ministry. If Anglo-Jewry can show 
the wisdom to provide opportuni- 
ties for making the fullest use of 
his rare combination of qualities 
it will not have to regret, when it 
is too late, the loss of yet another 
of its spiritual leaders.

REBUFF FOR NASSER AT 
BELGRADE 


Burma leads Asian opposition

Bel GRADE 

The final statement adopted by the 
conference of 25 uncommitied 
nations, mecting here last week, 
in fact represented a veiled triumph 
for Israel's friends among the non- 
aligned nations, supported by Isracli 
diplomacy. 

As reported in our last week's issue, 
a vituperative anti-Isracl motion put 
down by Colonel Nasser and sup- 
ported by cleven Moslem States 
attending the conference was defeated, 
and in tts place a vague decision was 
adopted calling for “the restoration 
of Arab rights in Palestine in 
accordance with the United Nations 
resolutions.” 

The Middle Eastern question was 
among the issues that aroused the 
sharpest controversy. Sources within 
the conference state that there were 
sharp exchanges between Nasser and 
other participants over the Isracli 
question, which was more important 
to the Arab States that any of the 
burning East-West issues. us the 
delegates of the Arab States left 
Belgrade with empty hands. 

During the sessions Nasser posed 
as a “moderate,” while conduction 
the orchestra of hate for Israel, 
played in concert by the Arab States 
from behind the scenes. 

The drafting committee, in which 
the UA.R. was represented by 
Brigadier Mahmoud Riad, Nasser’s 
political adviser, who until recently 
headed the Palestine Section of 
Egypt's Ministry of War, produced a 
resolution reading as follows : 

“The participants in the conference 
denounce the imperialist policy which 
led to the creation of Israel in the very 
heart of the Arab world, with the aim 


of menacing its peace and security, 
serving @s an instrument of this policy. 
The conference affirms its support for 
the full rights of the people of Pales- 


line and considers it essential that these 
rights be restored to the nghtful people 
in conformity with the Unned Nations 
Charter and previous U.N. resolutions.” 


U NU THANKED

JERUSALEM 
The Chief Rabbi, Rabbi Nissim, 


has sent message of thanks to 
Ne the SBermese Prime

firm stand that he took at the Bel- 
grade Conference of Uncom- 
mitted Nations last week. In his 
message Rabbi Nissim writes: 
“Once again the world has been 
given a chance to behold the 
greatness of your spirit and the

The latter part of the draft resolu- 
tion was interpreted as meaning that 
israel! should revert to the 1947 U_N. 
partition boundaries, and accept a 
million Arab refugees, which would 
amount to the nation’s virtual dis- 
memberment 

The draft resolution on Palestine 
was then transmitted to, the plenary 
session of the 24 Foreign Muinisters 
for final approval. But bere the draft 
came in for sharp criticism from the 
delegates of Burma, Ethiopia, India, 
Nepal, Ceylon, and Cambodra. But, 
on the other hand, the newly indepen- 
dent African States, to whom Israel 
has given economic and technical 
assistance, were violently anti-Israeli, 
backing Arab extremism to the hilt. 
Ghana, which had previously been 
considered a friendly African State, 
was even sharper in its denunciations 
of Israel than the Arab States. A 
similar line was taken by the dele- 
gates of Guinea and Mali, which, 
together with Ghana, are affiliated to 
Nasser’s “Casablanca block.” The 
Forcign Ministers of the uncom- 
mitted nations sat all night on the 
resolution, without reaching 
decision. 


New situation 


Although Isnmel's friends were out- 
numbered, their opposition created a 
new situation, since the heads of State 
had previously decided that all of 
the conference’s decisions should be 
adopted unanimously. Mr. Krishna 
Menon, the Indian Foreign Minister, 
proposed an alternative resolution, 
which was, however, rejected by the 
Arab delegations. The question was, 
therefore, referred to the plenary of 
the heads of State, together with the 
German question and the problem of 
world disarmament. 

Kings, Presidents, and Prime Minis- 
ters of 25 countries spent four hours 
debating the form that a resolution 
on Israel should take. The final 


communiqué was, as a result, delayed 


until the early hours of Wednesday 
morning, instead of being issued on 


Tuesday evening, as had been 
promised. 

After Nasser, King Hassan of 
Morocco, and President Aboud of 


Sudan had attacked Israel's misdeeds 
in the Middie East in lengthy tirades, 
Prime Minister U Nu, Emperor 
Haile Selassie, and Prime Minister 
Nehru urged the delegates to take a 
more moderate view. They all asked 
the Arab States to face up to reali- 
lies and to accept Israel as a fait 
accompli. 

Nasser countered with all the 
pressure that he could bring to bear, 
to secure an extremist Palestine 
resolution, which he could show his 
people as a tangible achievement 
brought home from the Belgrade 
meeting. The passing of such a 
resolution hid been forecast in the 
headlines of the Cairo Press, and it 
was obviously vital for Nasser’s 
prestige at home. President Tito is 
said to have declared, however, that 
“when the war drums are being 
beaten there is no place for minor 
issues or for considerations of 
prestige.” 

But it was Burma's Prime Minister, 
U Nu, who checked the Arab attempt 
to include a sharp denunciation 
of Israel in the conference's final 
communiqué. Were it sot for U 
Nu's presence and his loyalty, Israc! 
would without doubt have been con- 
demned by the 25 nations taking part 
in the conference. In his speech to 
the plenary, U Nu declared: 


Attacks stopped 


“ Before coming to Belgrade, | hesit- 
ated about accepting the invitation. I! 
knew that certain delegations were 
intending to raise their local conflicts, 
and 1 wondered if my place would be 
among those couniries. But the 
dangerous international situation pressed 
me into attending. Now I regret to 
sé¢e that my fears were justified. How- 
ever, | am not in a position to endorse 
an anti-Israeli resolution. 1 consider 
myself a frend of both the Israclis and 
the Arabs. If I accept such a resolu- 
tion, what will my Israeli friends think 
of me? And what will you think of 
me? You will say that my fnendship 
and loyalty hypocrisy. In addition, 
| am a good Buddhist, and my religion 
is that of peace and love, and forbids 
me from condemning peoples.” Add- 
ing that he would never put his signa- 
ture to a condemnation of Israel which 
branded her as an “ imperialistic tool,” 
U Nu added: “Thar would mean 
we, 100, were co-operating with 
imperialism, a conclusion that has been 
contradicted by our very presence to 
Beigrade.”’ 


The Burmese Prime Minister gave 


the conference a blunt warning that | 


if Nasser’s draft resolution were not 
withdrewn he would refuse to sign 
the conference's final manifesto. thus 
lending support to those commenta- 
tors who had predicted deep diver- 
gences of opinion among _ the 
participants. 

U Nu was supported by Mr. 
Nehru. the King of Nepal, and 
Emperor Haile Selassie of Ethiopia, 
as well as the Prime Minister of 
Ceylon. 

In view of the deadlock that had 
emerged, Nasser withdrew to a more 
moderate stand. stating: “If the 
Prime Minister of Burma objects so 
strongly to this resolution, let's adopt 
another acceptable resolution.” This 
attitude of the U.A.R. President was 
in conformity with the “ moderate” 
image that he had tried to impress on 
the conference delegates. 


Moderate resolution 


But the milder resolution that 
emerged from the conference con- 
demning “imperialist tactics in the 
Middle East” (aimed principally at 
British intervention in Kuwait) repre- 
sents a defeat for Nasser. It is far 
more moderate in its wording than 
the resolution adopted by the Casa- 
blanca Conference earlier this year, 
and is also more reasonable than the 
joint communigués issued in Cairo 
after Colonel Nasser’s meetings with 
the Indonesian, Mali, and Cypriot 
heads of State. 

The fact that the original draft was 
defeated and replaced a more 
moderate statement on t Middle 
East, subject to differing interpreta- 
tions, represents something of a 
triumph for Israeli diplomacy. 

The outcome the conference 
shows that Israel's relations with 
many Asian countries are soundly 
based, and that it had been worth- 
while consolidating the contacts with 
these nations. But it also proves that 
the “Casablanoa block” is solid in 
its Opposition to Israel. and will cast 
its shadow over Israel's relations 
with its members. In the past Isracl 
has overlooked the suovort of Nasser’s 
Middle Eastern policies by Ghana, 
Guimea, and Mali. but following the 
Belgrade Confererce she is unlikely 
to continue to adopt se conciliatory 
an attitude,

MOROCCO” 


Istiqlal paper’s new accusation

RABAT 

“Israel's Zionist propaganda activi- 
tics in Morocco are taking on dis- 
turbing proportions,” according to 
the Moroccan pro-Government daily 
newspaper “Al Alam,” published by 
the Istiqlal Party. 

An article in the paper says: “It 
would be superfluous to list examples 
of this propaganda. which include 
Hebrew inscriptions on food products 
sold by certain Jewish shops. 

“These bitter truths,” says the 
paper, “must lead the authorities to 
examine the political implications of 
our having joined the Arab League's 
Collective Security Pact. 

“ Morocco would be obliged to send 
its army to the Middle East if war 
broke out between the Arab States 
and the Zionist State. Hence our 
responsibilities dictate that we be pre- 
pared for exceptional circumstances. 
We have to take precautionary 
measures.” 

The paper alleged that the Isracli 
Consul in Gibraltar makes periodic 
visits to Tetuan, Nador, and Larache 
to give “instruction to the chiefs of 
certain Jewish Leagues” and that 
Gibraltar and Melilla are Zionist 
centres, 


On the other hand, the atmosphere 
of conflict created among different 
groups in Morocco is deplored by the 
Mosiem journalist Abdeslam Hajj: in 
a moderately toned article in a daily 
paper, “ Tahrir.” This paper is pub- 
lished by the National Union of 
Popular Forces, which is opposed to 
Government policy. 

Mr. Haj states that “ Morocco 
must avoid creating new problems 
which divert attention from our real 
difficulties.” Responsibility for Jewish- 
Masiem disputes must be shared by 
both sides. 

“If our national aim is the integra- 
tion of the Jewish community withm 
the Moslem State, then it must be 
realised that both the Mosiem and 
Jewish élites are often unwilling to 
participate in public life. I cannot 
attribute responsibility to one side 
more than to the other. 

“It is now clearly established. how- 
ever, since the drama of Moroccan 
Jews being encouraged to leave their 
country, aad after the distribution of 
tracts which are an insolent contradic- 
tion to Moroccan sentiments, that 
Zionism, with its agents, interests, and 
funds, exists in this country, which 
is am active member of t Arab 
League!

Ihe mere presence of a U.N, force 
on the Israecli-Egyptian border has 
been sufficient to avert armed con- 
flict, the report states.

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become the spokesman of Yiddish 
literature in Russia. There js also 
an Editorial Board, of whose eight 
members only one (N. Ojislander) 
established a reputation many years 
ago. 

But this is not surprising, because 
most of the great Yiddish writers 
were “liquidated” during the 
various purges in Staiin's time, 
while the new generation had no 
opportunity from 1948 until now 
to publish their Yiddish writings. 
They led an existence of modern 
cultural Marranos, or sought fame 
(as did Henach Kozakievitch) in 
Russian literature, or through 
translations (as did a number of 
those who now appear in the list 
of future regular contributors to 
“ Homeland *) 

The list contains over a hundred 
names, but only a few of them are 
well known. Studying the names 
and biographical details of the two 
dozen Yiddish writers who have 
contributed to the first issue, one 
is struck by the fact that they are 
all middie-aged—over forty and 
over filty (one, the veteran Z. 
Vendrof, is 84, and a few others 
are nearly 70) The generation 
before them is dead, the generation 
after them, even if Yiddish-speak- 


ing, iS apparently not Yiddish- 
writing. 

Plea to critics 
This is what the editor of 


“Homeland”: himself says in his 
introduction : “. .. We would like 
to believe that our critics will 
devote special attention to the new 
generation of writers now active 
in Soviet-Yiddish literature. They 
were mostly active participants in 
our great fatherland war (the war 
against the Germans). In those 
years they were young writers. But 
they stand now before us as 
mature artistic personalities. We 
expect that our critics will reveal 
the specific qualities of those 
masters of the word and evaluate 
their significance for the literature 
of our own days.” Nothing, how- 
ever, is said about the fate of the 
past masters of Yiddish literature 
and art and no explanation is given 
why, among the 24 contributors, 
there is not a single one who was 
not born before the revolution of 
1917. 

“ Homeland ” describes itself as 
“a literary and artistic bi-monthly 
journal.” But even. within the 
limitations of that definition it is 
odd to find such complete silence 
as to what has happened to Yiddish 
literature and Yiddish art in 
Russia. Yet this is the first regular 
Yiddish publication (apart from the 
“ Biro-Bidjaner Shtern,” purely 


local journal) to be issued since 
1948, when all Yiddish publica- 
tions ceased to appear. In. the 


introduction Mr. Khruschev is 
twice quoted on the nature and 
task of Communist art, but not 
on the terror of the preceding 
years, which caused such destruc- 
tion to the culture and art of the 
Jews. “Homeland” is thus a 
journal without a past—it must not 
be mentioned. It is as if it sud- 
denly appeared from nowhere. 


Vague emotion 


Only the German occupation 
provides specifically Jewish recol- 
lections. Outstanding among the 
contributions is the “Song About 


Brothers.” by M oishe Teil 
undoubtedly the most talented of 
present-day Soviet-Yiddish poets. 


But since Stalin had proclaimed 
that “the Hitlers go, but the Ger- 
man people remain,” even the anti- 
German emotion remains vague. 
(Nevertheless, the editorial speaks 
of “the people's anger against the 
heirs of Hitler, who have, unfor- 
tunately, not yet been erased from 
the face of the earth.) 

Thus, in the story “In My 
Hometown,” by Tevie Gen (written 
in the form of a diary of the 
summer of 1960), the Jewish hero 
is a metallurgical expert going 
back to his native town for a pro- 
fessional conference, but also 
using the occasion to search for 
his daughter. who disappeared, 
together with his Jewish wife, 
during the Nazi occupation. But 
the main emphasis in the story is 
on “a Socialist realist ™ descrip- 
tion of the steel and iron factories 
in which he had worked, and not 
on the theme which one would 
expect to be much nearer to the 
hearts of Jewish writers and 
readers alike. 

This is done by design. Discuss- 
ing the aims of the journal and

A VISIT TO WARSAW —

HE first question our friends 

put to us when they met us 

at Warsaw Ajrport§ was: 
“Do you know, we've got a Jewish 
restaurant in Warsaw? Thats 
something new since you were here 
last year. You must eat there with 
us.” So much excitement about a 
Jewish restaurant in Warsaw which 
once bristled with Jewish restau- 
rants! 

Only after that they told us 
about the other great happening 
in Jewish Warsaw, the arrival of 
the Israeli actors, Eliahu Golden- 
berg. Shmuel Segal, and Shmuel 
Rodensky, for their performance 
of “ Litthe People,” several sketches 
from Sholem Aleichem. 

lirst we went to the Jewish 
restaurant. It isn’t kosher, but of 
the type that has grown up in New 
York and in London, where the

mendous strides forward in their

Improved conditions 


Warsaw's Jews are looking 
better off than they did, and their 
faces are more animated Ihe 
restaurant is a “Sign of their 
improved economic status. When 
1 first visited Poland in 1958, some 
other visitors from England kept 
telling me that they couldn't get 
over the dejected look of most of 
the people, not only the Jews. I 
was more impressed myself by the 
marvel of Jewish survival —piti- 
fully small in numbers, but each 
individual a brand snatched from 
the burning. 

There was something to marvel 
at, too, in the life of every one of 
the thousands of repatriates from 
the Soviet Union who had come 
back to Poland after wandering 
for years through Siberia and the 
Far East. Some who might 
otherwise have joined the stream 
that went on to Israel told me that 
they were so tired of wandering 
that they wanted to stay put now, 
even if paradise itself beckoned 
at the other end. 

Those repatriates who have 
remained are still not completely 
absorbed and settled, though tre- 


paid to Israel year I hey were 
so moved by the wondertul recep- 
tion they got there from public 
and actors, that this return visit 
was decided on.

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TOYNBEE DECLINES TO 
BECOME A JEW 


“ Transmission by descent” the stumbling block

New York 

Invited to become a Jew, Professor 
Arnold J. Toynbee has declined, but 
has indicated that he would join a 
universal Judaic movement if it were 
based in the Diaspora and not in 
Israel, and if it gave up its “ ethnic 
past.” 

The British historian’s views were 
made known in a letter to Mr. David 
Horowitz, the founder and spiritual 
leader of the United Israel World 
Union, a movement which proclaims 
“Mosaic law for one world” and 
has drawn to its ranks several 
thousand non-Jews in America. It 
is affiliated with like organisations of 
converts im other countries. 

Mr. Horowitz had written to Pro- 
fessor Toynbee, asking him to join 
“the iorces of those who want what 
have advocated —one God, one 
aw for one humanity,” on the basis 
of his own Statements “ pointing to 
the universality of the Hebraic faith 
as being applicable to all peoples.” 
He sent him a brochure outlining the 
aims of the Union. One of the points 
made in it is that “the focal point 
in prophetic fulfilment is the rebirth 
of Israel in our days, the return of 
Judah as the sovercign State in the 
Holy Land, and the re-awakening of 
both Judah and Joseph in the lands 
wherein they: dwell throughout the 
world.” 


Positive ideals 


In his reply. Professor Toynbee 
pointed out that this view of the 
State of Isracl was “the one big dif- 
ference ” between him and the move- 
ment. and the reason why he could 
not hom I Horowitz told me tha! 
this plank in the programme meant 
that while the movement was Israel- 
centred, it was not Isracl-based—a 
difte ence which Professor lovnbdee 
had overlooked. 

Professor Tovynbec'’s letter. which 
was hand-writien, said: “You are 
right in noting that I believe that the 
future of the Jews lies in their being 
the inheritors and representatives of 


a monotheistic religion, which could, 
and should, become the common pos- 
session of the whole human race. | 
also agree. with what you say in your 
letter about the positive ideals of the 
Mosaic Code being what matters, not 
the accumulated accretions. 

“ There is, though, if I am right, 
one big difference between the United 
Israel World Union's position and 
mine. ULW.U. wants to base 
Judaism as a world religion in the 
new State of Israel, whereas | believe 
that it can be based only in the 
Diaspora—and this if the Diaspora 
gives up the ethnic past of its basis 
and shifts over completely to the 
religious past. 


World religion 


“As I see it, Judaism cannot 
become the world religion—which it 
is, | must say, its manifest destiny 
to become—-unless it gets away from 
being a religion transmitied by 
descent and essentially connected 
with the State of Israel in Palestine. 
| believe that the State of Israel ideal 
and the world religion ideal are 


incompatible alternatives, and that a 


choice between them is unavoidable. 

“You will see, from what | have 
said, why 1 cannot join U.1L.W.U., but 
| appreciate the invitation.” 

The phrase “accumulated accre- 
tions refers to the fact that while 
the Union accepts “the Hebrew 
Bible as the blueprint of life applic- 
able today, as in ancient days, as a 
guide for everyday living.” it dis- 
cards post-Biblical “Scriptures” as 
“ accretions.” It celebrates only those 
holidays mentioned in the Bible, and 
makes particularly joyous festivals of 
Succot and Passover. Its members 
wear prayer shawls and yarmulkas, 
and circumcision 1s compulsory 

Non-Jews are regarded by the 
Union as the remnants of the “ten 
lost tribes,” and it is its mission to 
persuade them to “come home” to 
the Hebrew faith. It prefers to use 
“ Hebrew ” instead of “ Jew,” because 
it beleves that the latter signifies 
descend ints of but a single tribe, that 
of Judah, while “Hebrew” encom- 
passes all tribes.

of Yiddish literature as an integral 
part of Soviet belles-lettres, the 


editor states that both must reflect 


society, its march towards Com- 
munism, and its struggle for peace 
and social justice. “ The voice of 
the Soviet-Yiddish writers will 
sound in the mighty choir of the 
brotherly literatures” (of the 
Soviet Union), and the hero of 
their works “ will be the man who 
has long ago thrown off the heavy 
burden of the past and who lives 
a productive, creative life, together 
with all the builders of the Com- 
munist society.” 

This deliberate approach is 
reflected throughout the journal. 
There is virtually no mention (not 
even derogatory) of the Jewish 
people outside or in Israel. And 
while there are poems about the 
Congo, Lumumba. and even. his 
widow (and, of course, Gagarin). 
there is not a word about the 
Eichmann trial. There is equally 
(and more surprisingly) very little 
that reflects Jewish life in the 
U.S.S.R. itself, either in the prose 
or in the poetry published in 
“Homeland ™ so far. 


Classics published 


There are, however, a_ few 
interesting details about the popu- 
larity of Yiddish in the Soviet 
Union. It appears that the classics 
of such writers as Sholem 
Aleichem, Mendele Mocher 
Sforim. Peretz. and Berglson have 
all been published, with a circula- 
tion of 30,000 for each. (* Home- 
land” itself has been published 
in an edition of 25,000.) But we 
also learn that 100,000 copies were 
printed of the anti-religious 
pamphlet, in Yiddish, by M. 
Altshuler—“* discussion on the 
day of Rosh Hashana.” 

In a comment on the reaction 
abroad to those high circulation 
figures, the journal states: “The 
friends of Soviet-Yiddish literature 
are delighted, but its enemies are 
having heartache and are inventing 
calumnies.” One such “calumny” 
apparently appeared in what is 
called “the American Jewish 


reactionary newspaper * Forwerts’ 
—where it was stated that “ Yiddish 
books in the Soviet Union are 
being published in negligible 
figures and are mainly destined for 
export.” 

Denying this, “Homeland” 
States that Yiddish books “are 
dispatched all over the U.S.S.R. 
and are sold out quickly every- 
where. In regard to ‘export,’ it 
ought to be obvious that we could 
not refuse to satisfy the demand of 
foreign readers, and a certain num- 
ber of copies is earmarked for that 
purpose.” 


More translations 


But from the contents of the 
journal it is obvious that the trend 
of translating Yiddish literature 
into Russian rather than publishing 
it in the original still continues 
While, during the last few years, 
only five books by Yiddish writers 
have been published in Yiddish 
(six, i the Biro-Bidjan anthology 
is included), nearly sixty books by 
Yiddish writers have been pub- 
lished in a Russian translation 
Among them is Aron Vergelis, the 
editor of “Sovietish Heimland,” 
whose last book of poetry in 
Yiddish was published in 1947! 
Yet there is no explanation by the 
editor why his own poems could 
not be published in Yiddish. Nor 
is there any reference to the fact 
that in 1947 and until! the later 
months of 1948 there was a journa!

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LEADING NAZI ARRESTED 


“Wrote gas chamber letter ”

HANOVER 


Proceedings against Dr. Erhard 
Wetzel, an official of Hitlers Bureau 
for Racial Politics (° Rassenpolitisches 
Amt”), a Nazi judge, and head ot the 
Department of Jewish Affairs in the 
Ministry for Occupied Territories in 
the. East, have been initiated by the 
local public prosecutor. The Ministry 
in which Wetzel served during the war 
was headed by Alfred Rosenberg. 


The Ministry of Justice in Lower 
Saxony stated that Dr. Wetzel had 
been reported as missing until 
recently. In fact he has been living 


here for more than five vears. draw. 
ing a pension of 1.600 marks monthly 
(about £134). A few wecks ago the 
authorities stopped payments of the 
pension and Wetzel lodged a protest. 

The local prosecutor claims that 
Wetzel wrote the “ gas-chamber 
letter” in 1941 together with Fich- 
mann, in which he recommended 
the use of exhaust gus lor getting rid 
of the Jews in Eastern Furope. the 
prosecutor is now trying to find the 
original of this document so as to 
ascertain whether Wetzecl’s suggestions 
had actually resulted in the building 
of the mobile gas chambers- the 
Graswagen 


Weitzel is also charged with having 
heen the author of several anti-Polish 
measures, and a document discovered 
recently at the German Institute of 
Contemporary History attributes to 
him the suggestion that “special 
treatment” be meted out to Latvian 
children in accordance with Nazi 
racial dogma. ‘Special treatment 
n this context meant death. 

Ihe Russians captured Wetzel in 
1945. and he was sentenced in East 
Germany to IS years’ hard labour. 
However. he was released after five 
vears and sent to West Germany, 
where he was given the pension pro- 


vided under German. law for the 
indemnification of former civil 
servants.

Mirages in Belgrade 


THE Belgrade Conference threw 
interesting light on both the Arab 
campaign for the support of the 
other Afro-Asian nations and on 
the cross-currents within the Arab 
world The Arabs demanded 
backing on a far greater number 
of issues than the consensus of the 
conterence was willing to grant 
them 

In what appeared to be straight- 
forward cases of  anti-colonial 
Struggles (such as Algeria and 
Bizerta) the conference unanim- 
ously supported the Arab position. 
But on issues like the Moroccan 
demand for Mauritania, the traq 
attempt to present Kuwait as an 
imperialist base, the Yemeni claim 
to the Aden Protectorate, as well 
as the all-Arab anti-Israeli resolu- 
tion, there was no such unanimity, 
and these specific demands were 
not incorporated the final 
resolution 

This suggests at least a measure 
of awareness among the more 
mature Afro-Asian States that not 
all territorial demands pressed 
under anti-imperialist slogans are 
necessarily justified. In the .case 
of the Yemeni and Iraqi demands, 
moreover, the Arabs were = split 
among themselves : Nasser and his 
group sponsor their own rival 
nationalist movement in Aden, and 
oppose traqi claims on Kuwait 

The line-up for and against 
Israel] in committee indicated that, 
Arabs apart, the “ moderates “— 
principally those States which have 
enjoyed the benefits and responsi- 
bilities ol independence the 
longest rejected the charge ol 
imperialism. This accusation was 
supported only by the Arab and 
certain) Moslem States, together 
with the “ Leftist” Governments, 
ie.. Ghana, Guinea, Mali, Cuba, 
and Yugoslavia. Even they were 
not prepared to support the Arab 
claims jin their speeches—with the 
one exception of Guinea—but con.

Kuwait Al-Gumburiva,” the 
organ of the Cairo military junta, 
unwilling to admit that condemna- 
tion of Israel by the conference 
(predicted by the paper) had been 
thwarted, deliberately misled the 
Eevptian readers about the results 
of the conference. It claimed that 
the Belgrade resolutions “con- 
demned Israel as an imperialist 
base and a centre of aggression” 
-which, of course, they did not.

Moscow has begun to beat the 
Kurdish drum again, after a con- 
siderable interval. It has denounced 
not only the Turkish and Persian 
but also the U.A.R. and Iraqi 
Governments for their treatment of 
the Kurds, alleging that in lragi 
Kurdistan, Kurds “enjoy some 
cultural rights, but are completely 
deprived of any national rights, and 
live under the same economic 
distress and police oppression as 
Arab patriots.” In the U.A.R., the 
Russians claim, “ they do not enjoy 
equal rights.” A recent statement, 
attributed to the World Youth 
Forum in Moscow and given wide 
publicity, attacks Turkey and 
Persia (grossly overestimating the 
numberol Kurds there) and affirms 
“support for the struggle of the 
Kurdish people” against their 
Governments. 

This suggests that Moscow feels 
the moment propitious to step-up 
its pressure on Turkey and other 
nations in the region. It will be 
interesting to see the reaction both 
in Turkey (which is extremely sen- 
sitive over the Kurdish tssue) and 
in the two Arab States in question. 
All three are capable of counter- 
subversion among Soviet . Turks 
and Moslems if they put thei: 
hand to it.

HERI is a widespread 

antipathy to the idea ol 

selling honours and it 1s 
partly reflected in a letter to 
the Editor published recently. 
There was an “honours 
scandal” shortly after the 
First World War. when Liovyd 
George was charged with 
selling peerages, baronetcies, 
and kKnighthoods as openly as 
a fishmonger sells fish. I could 
never understand the fuss lf 
he had tried to sell the Palace 
ot Westminster or Hampton 
Court, there would have been 
grounds for complaint, but 
what was wrong with charging 
aman £50,000 for a bauble and 
sash? Anyone willing to pay 
a fortune for being called 
“Sir” deserves to be milked. 
Fields used to Say. 
“ Never give a sucker an even 
break.” 

The practice of selling honours 
is common everywhere. I used 
to work. for a concern where 
almost everyone except the 
office-boy was an “ executive.” 
It would have been better to 
have been paid well, but in the 
absence of high wages a high 
title was a consolation. If 
you get letter from. the 
Zionist Organisation you will 
find the names of the honorary 
officers running down the side 
like rain-water through = a 
broken guttering. It is another 
form of honours-giving. Even 
among the very Orthodox, 
where one might expect the 
generous to await their reward 
in another place. there is a 
trade in illuminated addresses 
which compares in its extent 
and revenues with the medieval 
traffic in Papal imdulgences.

The Conterence of Non-aligned States at 
Belgrade was awaited with some concern in Israel 
as in Western capitals.

campaign Though the Western Powers. have 
come to take brickbats trom such gatherings tn 
their stride, the political implications of explicit 
condemnation tor Israel could have been more 
serious, for their likely eflect both on the partici- 
pants’ voting behaviour at the U.N. General 
Assembly and on the international climate ol 
opinion on the Palestine. question The Arab 
States’ failure to obtain a resolution condemning 
Israel was, therefore, a real triumph for Israel 
The anodyne clause calling for settling of the 
refugee problem within the terms of the U.N 
Charter and 1948 Resolutions tar from being a 
blow to Israel was something of a gain, The 
Arabs and their supporters were obliged to sign 
a document which, by bringing the dispute 
within the terms of the Charter, called on the 
Arabs to solve their quarrel with Israel by peace- 
ful means, while implicitly recognising the State's 
existence. The result suggests that Israet: poiics 
among the new countries has been a correct one, 
and gives the he to repeated assertions by the 
British and Israeli Lett that Israels association 
with the West. predicated by her need for arms 
and economic aid, would eara the hostility of all 
these nations. On the contrary, many expressed 
their understanding of Israel's predicament by 
both word and deed, standing up to powerful 
pressure in order to defeat the Arab resolution 
The result should encourage Israel to persevere 
in her ellorts to win support and understanding 
among the new nations along the present lines 
It ts also a reminder that Israel must still seek a 
solution, or -at least mitigation, of the refugee 
problem in order to deprive her enemies of one 
important lever. While Israel had cause for 
genuine pleasure at the support given her by old 
and new friends alike, she also had the unhappy 
expericnce of seeing two. formerly benevolent 
Governments, Cuba and Yugoslavia. turn against 
her at the decisive moment. Neither did so on 
the merits of the case, but acted out of political 
expediency. This episode, contrasting starkly 
with the support tor the Israel cause lent by 
democratic countries: in Asia and Africa, is an 
additional reminder that Israel's cause flourishes 
best where freedom prevails, and that dictators 
of Lett or Right cannot be relied on. 


C.B.F. TRUST FUNDS 
In a recent issue our contributor Ben Azai 
commented on the procedure followed by the 
Central British Fund with regard to its financial 
assets. A reply to his comments is published 


this week from Mr. Oscar Joseph, the Chairman 
of the C.B.I His reply shows how desirable 
Ht is that such subjects should be treely venti- 


lated and openly discussed im the Press. More 
especially is this the case with regard tO an 
important organisation lke the C.B.F.. which is 


responsible for so many splendid philanthropic 
activities and the allocation of whose tunds is 
naturally a matter of much. public interest 
Phere will be general satisfaction that Mr. Joseph 
has taken the opportunity that was thus pre- 
sented to him Of giving such a lucit] explanation 
of the methods of financial administration that 
are ftollawed in implementing the various 
branches of its beneficent work to which tribute 
has olten been. paid jn these columns With 
particular regard to its trust funds, Mr. Joseph 
makes it clear that the C.B.F. is bound to pay 
rezard to the legal definition of “ victims of Naz: 
persecution.” Yet a limited and rigid interpre- 
tation imposed on this term brings about the 
result that funds, which could be used beneficially 
now, cannot be disbursed outside a narrowly 
defined category of objects. The trustees may 
well teel that a more enlarged and immediate 
view should be taken regarding the disposal! of 
these funds, and that the public interest requires 
that early apphecation should be made to the 
courts if mt os felt necessary to widen the scope 
to enable further allocations to be made. 


WHO IS NOT A. JEW? 


The appeal on behalf of Soviet Jewry’s cultura! 
rights, issued over the signature of a group ol 
prominent Jewish writers from this country, is 
Significant for several reasons. In the first place 
many of them have been, or ‘still are. associated 
with Left-wing causes and retain a sympathetic 
attitude towards the Soviet Union Pheu support 
of this appeal is turther proof that keen interest in 
the plight of our fellow-Jews in the Soviet Union 
is not motivated by any desire to score points off 
Communism or tan the flames of cold war, but 
is exactly what it purports to be. Even more 
interesting is the fact that quite a number of the 
signatories have declared on previous occasions 
that they had no ellective links with the com- 
munity or with Jewishness as such, except in the 
purely negative sense of being potential targets 
lor antisemitism. By coming together as joint 
signatories of this letter they have demonstrated 
their Jewishness in a more positive sense. This 
is a remiader that if the community has been 
unable to draw on the talents of many of them in 
the past it is the community which has been 
remiss. The time has come to look past the 
bumbledom and petty politics which has absorbed 
a growing proportion of time and energies to 
working out ways in which the community can 
enlist the good will, the talents, and the Jewish

PROGRAMME FOR 
PEOPLE

(President of the World Jewish Coneress) 


HEN the World Jewish 

Congress was established 

25 years ago, its main pur- 
pose was to address a grave warn- 
ing to the Jewish people and. the 
world. 

It was created under the impact 
of the Nazi threat and its mme- 
diate and most urgent purpose was 
to create an imstrument represent- 
ing the Jewish people, to fight 
Nazism. which threatened to 
undermine its whole cxistence: 
Uniortunately, the alarm was not 
taken sufliciently seriously by the 
majority of our people. 

Twenty-live years later, this same 
generation should not again 
indulge in unjustilied optimism. As 
a famous historian once said: “To 
make a mistake the first time its just 
an error, to make the same mis- 
take the second time is a crime.” 

Today, we have to do everything 
in Our power io secure world 
peace, to reduce conflicts and ten- 
sions, to fight fanaticism and 
aggressive nationalism, and to be 
on the side of all those who see 
the terrible dangers of a world 
catastrophe. 


Omnipotent States 


We must be among those who 
fight against the omnipotence of 
States, and those who fight for the 
right of minorities to Maintain their 
identity. Just as in the nineteenth 
century we were among the 
pioneers who fought for the right 
of everybody, groups and indi- 
viduals, to be equal, we have to 
be today among the pioneers in 
this century in fighting for the 
right of everybody to be different. 
This requires in many instances 
some radical rethinking. 

Another demand that follows 
from our position today is the 
importance of maintaining the unity 
of our people, of fighting both the 
external factors which bring about 


separation, as in the case of the 
Soviet and all lewrsh 
tendencies towards separatism and 
isolationism. Jewish unity both 
im conscience and in fact ss every- 
where the first condition for Jewish 
survival in previous periods the 
unitving force of Jewssh religion 
performed this task loday, we 
have to do it psychologically by 
implanting in the mind of every 
Jew the knowledge that he ts part 
and parcel of one people, in over- 
coming all tendencies to separatism 
in action by organising Jewish com- 
munities territorilly and the Jewish 
people internationally 


American Jewry 


Fortunately, great progress has 
been made as the 25 years of the 
World Jewish Congress and the 
internal situation in most Jewish 
communities of the world prove 
But there is one great gap in this 
Situation, namely the Jewry of 
the United States of America. It 
is a community lacking any internal 
representauive organisation and 
thus not only wasting manpower, 
money, and ellort in numerous 
overlapping and ‘parallel activities 
even when there are no differences 
of programme and policy involved, 
but weakening its own fecling of 
solidarity. It has done and 1s 
doing a magnificent job with regard 
to Jewrsh philanthropy and aid to 
Isracl, but has not yet begun to 
live up to its great responsibilities 
and fulfil its duties in the field of 
protecting the rights and positions 
ol Jewish communities and 
encouraging and strengthening 
Jewish cultural activities all over 
the world 

lf the World Jewish Congress, 
with its programme of organising 
Jewish communities in their coun- 
tries and bringing them 
together within one international 
framework, was necessary 25 
years ago, tt is much more neces- 
sary today, especially as many 
communities in Europe have 


become so small in the Nazi perod 
that without their being strongly 
tied up with the Jewish people as 


a whole they have practically no 
chance of survival 

And the last duty ts the revalua- 
tion of the priorities in Jewish life. 
In place of the old tasks of relief 
to suflering Jews, the fight for 
emancipation, and the demand for 
a Jewish homeland, we have to 
establish a new set of more urgent 
tasks. Of these; the foremost is 
to unite the people and to teach 
it, as a unthed people, to .defend 
its position and ius rmghts. This 
is what ts known as political action 
It means to act by prevention and 
not to wait and step in only after 
catastrophes have taken place. The 
history of the World Jewish Con- 
gress is rich in examples when 
timely political action prevented 
disaster and averted the need for 
relief action afterwards. 

Unifying the Jewish people also 
means organising Ht on a demo- 
cratic and representative basis, 
because only tf every Jew feels he 
iS part and parcel of such common 
action will th= people fulfil its 
tasks In a * manner. 


Education 


The second new task is to regard 
cultural and educational efforts as 
the most important internal prob- 
lem in our life. Our future as a 
people no longer depends on relief 
but on education. This requires 
a Shift in our efforts and in what 
one may call our national budgets 
With the great centres of Jewish 
civilisation and learning in Eastern 
and Central Europe destroyed, 
Israel will have to become the 
main new source of such values, 
challenges, and ideas which will 
give meaning and content to the 
Jewishness ol the younger 
generation. 

May the Jewish people heed the 
warnings given by many of us 
today more than it did a quarter 
of a centyry ago: and may we_be 
able to forge in the World Jewish 
Congress an imstrument for our 
people which will enable it to face 
its future, confident and deter- 
mined. to maintain its unique 
character for future generations.

URING the First World 

War a call for the unifica- 

tion of Jewish forces in 
the Diaspora was heard for the 
first time, and resulted in the estab- 
lishment of the American Jewish 
Congress. This was followed 
somewhat later by the Committee 
of Jewish Delegations at the 
Versailles Peace Conference. By 
that time the Yishuv in Eretz Yisrael 
already had its own organisation. 
On its pioneer course through all 
fields of life our Yishuv knew how, 
of its own free will, to implement 
the principle of self-government ; 
and it was the first Jewish com- 
munity to do so in modern Jewish 
history. 

This organisation of Eretz Yisrael 
Jews, whose spokesman was the 
Provisional Committee which sub- 
sequently became the Vaad Leumi 
or Jewish National Council, 
immediately joined the Committee 
of Jewish Delegations and became 
one of its most faithful sections. 
It therefore and inevitably became 
a partner in the preparations for 
the establishment of the World 
Jewish Congress, and in shaping its 
character. [his partnership in 
thought and deed continued 
throughout the period of | the 
British Mandate, and until the 
Vaad Leumi completed its func- 
tions and liquidated itself by its 
own decision upon the estabtish- 
ment of the State of Israel. 

During the subsequent years 
likewise, the ties between the 
population of Israel in the Land of 
Israel and organised Jewry 
throughout the world have not 
been broken, even though based 
now on Israels sovereign form. 
The decision of the Israeli poli- 
tical parties to join the World 
Jewish Congress is an outstanding 
external expression of the fact that 


the overwhelming majority of 
Isracl’s community regard the 
Congress as a representative of the 


entire organised nation ; and hence 
as its own representative too. 

No matter What the value of 
these Organisational ties may be. 
they are not the essential thing. It 
iS with spiritual satisfaction that I 
note the reciprocity which has 
always existed between those who 
dwell in Zian and the remaining 
Sections of the nation | know 
full well that the World Jewish 
Congress, though it. also repre- 
Sented non-Zionist bodies, was 
always faithful to the idea of the 
Jewish National Home in the Land 
of Israel. 

Phere is no doubt that our entire 
community desires the well-being 
of all our brethren, wherever they 
may be dispersed across the seven 
seas. We have known how to over- 
come overwhelming difficulties in 
order to build a way towards the 
idea of one people in Zion and one 
united people consisting of all the 
lribes of Israel in the Dispersion. 
Finally may we see the fulfilment 
of the prophet’s words: “ Enlarge 
the place of the tent, and let them 
stretch forth the curtains of thine 
habitations. Spare not, lengthen 
the cords and = strengthen’ the 
stakes.” (Isaiah xliv, 2.)

Phus, the member communities

Or, let us take the case of the 
half million Jews in North Africa 
who, suddenly, were brought face 
to face with the problem of their 
future security’ in new, indepen- 
dent Arab States. No single 
Jewish community could establish 
the kind of contacts with, and 
make an impression the 
leaders of the Morocean§ and 
Tunisian movements, as was done 
by the World Jewish Congress at 
the time when these Arab leaders 
were. still rebels in exile. The 
contacts then established and the 
pledges then obtained have been 
the basis of all the subsequent 
fruitful work of Congress in these 
countries. 

The same ts true of the burning 
problem of Russian Jewry. We 
realise that cif requires patient, 


international persuasion, as well as 


pressure of public opinion, to 


persuade the leaders of powerful 
Soviet Russia to see that their 
policy with regard to the cultural 
and communal lite of the Jews ts 
unjust and not a part of Com- 
munmst doctrine It requires an 
international organisation, with 
permanent connections in every 
country, to be able to mobilise 
public opinion on a world scale, 
and to establish all possible con- 
tacts with Soviet authorities and 
friends of the Soviet Laton, in an 
effort to better the lot of the Jews 
m that country. 

What was revolutionary in 1919, 
true in 1936 and the subsequent 
25 years, appears almost a com- 
monplace for the future.

international. Indeed all Jewish 
organisations have accepted this

Cultural Integration 


By AARON*STEINBERG 


T is a fundamental article of 

the credo of the World Jewish 

Congress that the Jewish people 
is one and indivisible, and that its 
intrinsic unity can and must find 
an adequate outward expression. 
Since the foundation of the W.J.C., 
the soundness of this basic con- 
ception has been tested by experi- 
ence and proved by the natural 
evolution of the Diaspora, whose 
different parts are getting increas- 
ingly nearer to one another. Also 
in the perspective of the State of 
Israel, the point of intersection of 
the deepest interests of all our 
individual communities, the Dhias- 
pora appears ever more as an 
integrated entity. Shall we, then, 
rely on the objective tendencies of 
the historical process now in 
evidence, and leave to them alone 
the final consolidation of our 
people in dispersion? 

This 1s not an attitude the World 
Jewish Congress could share. The 
Congress was born and bred in an 
atmosphere of activity. 
To rely solely promising 
developments is very often tanta- 
mount to nmussing an auspicious 
historical opportunity. parti- 
cular case in pont is the cultural 
life in the Diaspora. If we are 
entitled at all to describe Diaspora 
Jewry as one entity and to look 
towards its integration into one 
commonwealth, as it were, it 1s 
mainly due to the unique historical 
phenomenon called Jewish culture. 
Its fabric is most variegated, its 
individual patterns puzzle the eye 
like enigmatic arabesques, its rich- 
ness of colour and shade is con- 
fusing. And yet all its threads and 
strains, Whatever their tone and 
Origin, are intertwined and lead 


unnoticeably to one another, com- 
posing together a _ tightly knit 
texture. In spite of all its striking 
contrasts, they support one another 
like the cells of one and the same 
Organism and, in interplay, 
present one hard and [ast historical 
reality. 

To illustrate: We all know that 
the fountain-head of modern 
Hebrew culture is the State of 
Isiael. But would it be possible to 
look forward to a hebratsation of 
the Diaspora if there were not that 
abundance of synugegues in all 
our communities’? today Yiddish 
seems to be the language of the 
secularised culture ol bust 
European Jewry now scattered to 
the four corners of the earth. But 
would our religious life not be that 
much poorer without the survival 
of the spirit embodied in our 
Yiddish literature? One leads to 
another and helps to stimulate the 
circulation the hie-blood 
through the whole organism of Our 
people's culture. 

Every single factor of cultural 
cohesion counts. In this” light 
the Congress also represents Jewish 
culture to the world at large. For 
our view of the Jewish. people 
is world-wide, and so is our view 
of Jewish culture. The motto 
of the World Jewish Congress over 
and above all is, implicitly, the 
Psalmist’s blessing: Shalom af 
dsraell 
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Y own association with the 
World Jewish Congress 
came from a_ realisation, 
with the advent of Hitler, that Jews 
everywhere needed to unite to 
meet this most obvious menace. 
that not all Anglo-Jewry shared 
my judgment I regretted, but not 
without some understanding. It is 
a characteristic of British life to 
be extremely cautious about any- 
thing that pertains to the political, 
and it was only natural that part 
of the Jewish community should 
feel the same way Nevertheless,

CONGRESS AND ANGLO-JEWRY

intellectual power of Anglo-Jewry. 
It was to me inconceivable that 
there should be no representation 
of Anglo-Jewry in a World Jewish 
ongress. 

Within the community it has 
been possible for us, too, to con- 
tribute to the general cultural life 
of Anglo-Jewry and to initiate 
discussions on problems vital to 
Jewish life. Our meetings § in 
London and the provinces have 
done a great deal to provide much 
needed enlightenmen, on inter- 
national political issues of Jewish 
concern Our Popular Jewish 
Library book series was the first 
attempt at bringiag Jewish know- 
ledge in the cheap and now 
popular “ paper-back form into 
every Jewish home. This year, in 
November, our Israeli branch in 
conjunction with the 
Ministry of Forergn Affairs, Educa- 
tion and Religion. the Jewish 
Avency, and the Municipal 
Authorities, Organising the 

British Jewry Week” in Israel 
with the aim of making Israeli 
youth acquainted with this impor- 
fant community. [hrough our 
association with the Israeli branch, 
which is representative of all the 
main political parties in the 
country, we have been able to 
make a contribution to that neces- 
sarily vital link between Israel! and 
the Diaspora. 


* * 


What may have been an innova- 
tion and even controversial 
matter in 1936 is now imereasingly 
appreciated by the community 
Practically all the Representative 
Councils of the large communities 
in the provinces are afhhated to 
Congress. It is supported by many 
synagogues and synagogue tedera- 
tions, and the entire British Zionist 


Movement in all its facets also 
backs the Congress. 

What is difficult to understand 
is the remaining resistance in 
Anglo-Jewish life to uniting in one 
over-all Jewish organisation for the 
protection of Jewish rights at the 
international level. 

Some of the muisunderstandings 
still remain: none of the repre- 
sentative bodies of the Jewish com- 
munities ol the world —-for 
example, the Canadian Jewish 
Congress, the Executive Council of 
Australian Jewry, or the D.A.LA. 
of Argentina~-gave up one whit 
of their autonomy by their athha- 
tion to the World Jewish Congress. 
Indeed. it is specified in our con- 
stitution that affiliation ts a volun- 
tary undertaking and that “it shall 
in no way aflect the autonomy of 
affiliates wyth regard to the internal 
and religious aflairs of the respec- 
tive Jewish communities nor imply 


any authorisation to the World 
Jewish Congress to intervene in 
the domestic political affairs of that 
country.” In fact, the Congress 
has made it one of its tasks to 
establish representative bodies 
where they do not already exist, 
and | think that the efforts of Dr. 
Nahum Goldmann to create such a 
happy state of affairs in the U.S.A. 
are very well known. 


* * 


In view of these principles the 
British Section of the World Jewish 
Congress fully upholds the 
authority of the Board of Depu- 
ties as the representative body of 
Anglo-Jewry, and feels it its duty 
to strengthen it.-It can only regret 
that the stage has not yet come 
when the Board would agree to 
support a functional World Jewish 


Organisation. In fact, those who 
rightly insist on the unity of the 
community in one central body, 
ought to be the first to draw the 
logical corollary of their views by 
insisting that this unity be 
extended to the international 
sphere. 

It is probably true to say that 
the majority of Jews in this 
country now recognise that if the 
Jewish people, which forms so 
small a part, numerically, of the 
world population, are to be effective 
on the worlds stage, then one 
united Jewish body for that pur- 
pose is the natural consequence. 
| hope it will not be too long 
before the entire Jewish commu- 
nity in this country becomes an 
effective part of such machinery. 
In the meantime the British Sec- 
tion holds up this flag of unity— 
we feel in*the interest of us all.

It probably required the over- 
whelming threat of Hitlerism for 
this daring initiative to bring 
some order into what, under the 
conditions of a dispersed 
people, was bound to be utter 
chaos 

Jews live in 109 countries today 
as well as in several small settle- 
ments established by the relugees 
of Nazism--in 1936 the number of 
communities was not much fewer. 
To make matters worse. the form 
of their organisation had different 
patterns in diflerent regions. In 
Central and Eastern Europe: there 
existed the all-embracing Kehilla, 
the community to which every Jew 
belonged by legal sanction. In 
Soviet Russia Jews were organised 
as a national minority. In Western 
Europe, the British Common- 
wealth, and the American conti- 
nent belonging to the Jewish com- 
munity was entirely voluntary, and 
consequently only a part of the 
Jewish population was actually 
organised. In the British Common- 
wealth and the U.S.A. the form ol 
organisation was that of individual 
private synagogues. But whereas 
Britain, Canada, South Africa, and 
other countries had central bodies 
like our own Board of Deputies, 
nothing like that existed in the 
U.S.A. In territories under French 
influence, on the other hand, the 
pattern of the Napoleonic Con- 
sistoire survived, a body under 
public law but strictly limited to 
matters of cult. Again, in Pales- 
tine, the Vaad Leumi (National 
Council) represented the entirety of 
the Jewish population on a national 
basis. 


* * * 


It was natural that under these 
conditions one could not easily 
create a streamlined world organi- 
sation. and various important 
organisational safeguards had to be 
set out when the World Jewish Con- 
gress was conceived aS an inter- 
national federation of organised 
Jewish communities. First, the 
Congress Was concerned in 
encouraging unity on the national 
level where it did not exist, and it 
has assisted in the creation of 
central bodies in such ditlerent 
countries aS Brazil, Tunisia, and 
post-war Germany. Where it was 
impossible to bring about such 
national unity, as in the USA, 
or where the national representa- 
tive body, for reasons of its own, 
did not wish to join Congress, as 
in Britain, the World Jewish Con- 
gress accepted as national con- 
stituents other organisations, like 
the American Jewish Congress, or 
created its own sections, like the 
British Section, to provide access 
to tho jaternafional work for at 


least those parts of the com- 
munity who wished to take part ia 
it. But it was always emphasised 
that. this arrangement was a faute 
de mieux solution and that the 
sections and other bodies would 
immediately have to give way to 
the afhliation of the representa- 
tive communal bodies once these 
decided to jon. 


* * * 


The independence and autonomy 
of the affiliated communities has 
been clearly guaranteed in the 
(C onstitution, and the Congress has 
no right to interfere in the internal 
atluirs of an affliated community, 
nor would it approach the Govern- 
ment of that community except 
through that body or with its con- 
sent. To avoid a Aulturkampf the 
Congress has also laid it down that 
i will not intervene religious 
matters in view of the diflerent 
views held on Jewish religion by 
diflerent§ groups last but not 
least the C ongress offers the full 
right of dissent to any affiliated 
community from any decision; a 
well-known cxample was the public 
opposition in 1952 of Argentina’s 
representative body, the D.A.LA., 
to the opening of reparation 
negotiations with West Germany, 
although the World Jewish Con- 
gress aS a whole had decided. in 
favour, 

The Congress attitude is that 
since Jewish problems are perma- 
nent, co-operation must be 
permanent: since it requires action, 
the co-operative body must be 
functional not merely consultative; 
since -the’ need for action might 
arise at any moment. there must 
exist an executive machinery 
authorised to act within the frame- 
work of agreed principles and 
policies, and that in the framing 
of these policies all Jewish com- 
munities have an equal though pro- 
portionate right to participate 
according to the rules of 
democracy. 

Though it does not represent the 
whole of world Jewry—-and per- 
haps no organisation will ever be 
able to speak for all the Jews of 
the world—-the World Jewish Con- 
gr@s is the most representative 
body and the nearest approxima- 
tion to Jewish unity that has ever 
been achieved in our 2,000 years’ 
history of dispersion.

ODERN man. it has been 

said, has lost all the meta- 

physical certainties of his 
medieval brother. Having = lost 
faith. man has lost faith in himself 
and in the causes he once served. 
Among the certainties which the 
modern trend of things has served 
to obscure is the conception of sin. 
Indiflerence to sin 
contemporary 


loss 


characterises 
man, for whom the 
the sense of sin means the 
loss of any ambition in life except 
to live for the moment only 

Ihe commentary on this attitude 
is provided in the tragic events of 
our times, as well as in the alarm 
invly Sharp decline in personal and 
socmd morahty dechne which 
all the eflorts ef our educational 
reftormers and social planners afte 
mncupable of arresting 

And no wonder! For what, afte: 
all. ase the implications of the 
conception of sin? The doctrine 
of sin embodies the tundamental 
assertion that the world, to use a 
rabbinic phrase, is not hAefker 
(owner-less), with no one to care 
or to be concerned about what is 
happening therein. In other words, 
the doctrine aflirms the existence of 


the Supreme Being -a Ruler and 
Ludge confronting humanity with 
His laws and demands. There ts 


act that He allows to 
go by unrequited: no moment in 
human history over and against 
which He does not stand as judge. 


Rebellion 


Viewed in this lieht, sin is to be 
treated. not so much as an act of 
seli-vratification and sell-indul- 
gence but rather as an act ofl 
rebellion. rebellion against God 
applies nor only to religious 
sins but also to social sins. These. 
too. are to be looked upon not 
mercly as ollences against man but 
also as sins against God. The truly 
religious person, who has done 
wrong to a fellow of -his. will, 
therclore. not seck to acquit him- 
self of responsibility for his mis- 
deed on the grounds that would 
satisfy a human tribunal, or even 
his agerieved fellow. His sin will 
weigh on him as a guilt of rebellion 
agains God, whose Lorgiveness he 
would stil have .to tmplore and 
penitently seck to obtain

Temple. 


Cleansing rites 


The atoning service of the Day 
began with rites designed to cleanse 
the Sanctuary from any pollution 
which it might have contracted 
during the preceding year from the 
entrance therein of persons who, 
ritually unclean, had infringed on 
the holiness in which the Sanctuary 
had to be mainteined. 

Fhese cleansing 
great symbolic 


rites were of 
significance. In 
Biblical thought, holiness, with 
reference to any object whether 
things, or places. or human beings 

has nothing of the taboo about 
it. as the holy does not attach 
itself to any object, but to God, 
who is holy, or to whatever belongs 
to Him An object does not 
become holy because it is taboo ; 
but becomes taboo because it 
has come to belong to God; 
and the holiness ascribed to 
the Sanctuary and all its appur- 
tenances was symbolic of | the 
Divine Holiness which must 
influence individual and corporate 
life. It was. therefore, fitting that 
the atoning service of the Day, 
whose keynote is holiness. should 
have begun with the cleansing ol 
the Sanctuary, restoring to if the 
holiness. which ritually unclean 
persons-—-priests or lay Israelites— 
by their presence within its pre- 
cinets, might, intentionally = or 
unintentionally, have violated. 

The cleansing rites consisted of 
@ scries of sprinklings of sacrificial

blood made by the High Priest on 
dillerent parts of the Sanctuary. 
Ihese, apart from their cleansing 
intent, were also of an expiatory 
character, eflecting atonement for 
those who, by their ritually defiled 
presence, had contamimated the 
Sanctuary. For this reason the 
rites were performed in two stages. 
In the first, the blood sprinkled was 
that of a bullock which had been 
brought by the High Priest as a 
sin-offerine for himself and all the 
priesthood in atonement of any 
defilement of the Sanctuary for 
which they had been responsible. 
In the second, the blood sprinkled 
was that of a goat which had been 
brought as a sin-oflering on behalf 
of The people in atonement for any 
defviement tiey had caused to the 
Sanctuary 


Forgiveness 
The goat brought as a sin-offer- 


ing on behalf of the people was the 
one of two which the High Priest 


had earlier. by casting lots, 
designated “for the Lord,” the 
other being designated ‘for 
Azazel.” It was this second goat 


which the High Priest now took, 
in order to perform over tt a cere- 
mony which represented symboli- 
cally and dramatically the Divine 
Forgiveness and complete removal 
of the people's sins. Laying both 
his hands upon its head, the High 
Priest confessed over it. with the 
people assembled in the Temple 
court joining in unison in the con- 
fession, “all the miquities of the 
children of Israel. and all. their 
transgressions, and all their sins” 
(Leviticus xvi, 21). and thus, 
loaded with the peoples sins, the 
goat was led forth into an isolated 
region and then let go into the 
wilderness.

peoples, as a physical riddance of 
guilt carried away by it. but as an 
act of Divine Forgiveness bestowed 
upon the sinners who seck it of 
God in penitence with confession, 
and of which this ceremony 
symbolical.

“scapegoat” was not oflered in

oO! holiness, already indicated pre- 
viously, no. sacrifice could be 
otlered in atonement of a wrong 
done to a fellow man, and this was 
sufficient to exclude the “ scape- 
gout from acceptance by God 
into the Sanctuary. 

Instead, it. was to be sent away 
to the wilderness into isolation. as 
indeed befits the nature of sin 
For sin, neither in its causes nor 


in its consequences, is a purely 
individual affair. The havoc in our 
lives is often not the worst result 
of our sin. The dreadtulness of 
our sins les not merely in their 
effects upon ourselves but in their 
devastating effects on the lives of 
others. Much of the evil done by 
others can be prevented by us, and 
the evil example we ourselves set 
is Olten felt and outdone by others. 
In etther case we share the quilt 
tor wrongs we ourselves did not 
commit, but which we may have 
directly or indirectly caused. 

It is this corporate sense of guilt 
that was conveved by the collective 
confession which attended’ the 
ceremony performed bv the High 
Priest over the “scapegoat.” and 
which forms the most distinctive 
feature of our Yom Kippur ser- 
Although the Confession 
(Vidui) concerns primarily indivi- 
dual conduct. there ts a 
responsibility tor the misdeeds of 
our fellow men which no truly 
penitent person can seck to escape 
on this most Holy Day of the 
year.

Redemption 
And not only for the sins of 
Israel. The widespread results of 
our sins cannot fail to aflect the 
outside world, even as the sins of 
the outside world are not without 
etlect on our own lives C ontes- 
sion for Israel on the Day of 
Atonement is thus no longer a 
simple transaction between the 
individual and his Creator, or 
even between God and Israc! It 
is one in which the whole of 


humanity is concerned 


In seeking redemption from her 
transgressions on the Day of 
Atonement, Israel prepares hersell 
for the great calling of world 
redemption laid upon her by God. 
Israel is yet one day, as her 
prophets foretold, to lead all 
nations in a universal reconciliation 
with God, and to bring about 
thereby the salvation of the human 


race. Ihe Atonement Day of 
Israel is thus the svmbol for the 
ultimate atonement and salvation 


mankind. 


Conservative Judaism’s Objectives— 


HE founders of Conservative 


Judaism in Ameria held 
that in the American scene, 
according to Talmudic law, one

In a_ country 
whose culture is virtually domi- 
nated by women, the founders 
of Conservative Judaism held 
women must be given places of 


lay authority in synagogue life, in 
communal life, in education. What 
would the situation tn Israel have 
been without Henrietta Szold, a 
disciple of Solomon Schechter ? 
What would American Jewry be 
without many Henrietta 
Szolds, who are dedicating their 
lives that Judaism may live ?

Understanding 


This view for many decades had 
the sympathy and understanding of 


many traditional rabbanim My 
own father, of blessed memory, 
extolled the Conservative rabbi

Divorce 


Some years ago, Professor Saul 
Lieberman, now recognised every- 
where as the foremost Talmudic 
authority in our time but less well 
known as one of our ages most 
saintly figures, suggested a change 
in the wording of the ketuba. 
Phis change, irrelevant to the so- 
called Reform Jews, was attacked 
by some so-called Orthodox, who 
had not taken the trouble to read 
or understand jt. Tltere was, in 
fact, nothing in the words added to 
the ketuba to which the most 
pious Jew could take exception 

The ketuba is a civil document, 
transmitted in) many torms —all 
valid. Professor Lieberman simply 
required the bride and bridegroom 
to agree to submit any differences 
which might threaten their marriage 
to a Rabbinical Court (administered 
jointly by the Rabbinical Assembly 
and the Faculty of the Seminary) 
before turning to civil courts tor 
civil divorce. This agreement 
ensured, first, that when reconcilia- 
tion was possible, it would be 
achieved ; secondly, when it was 
not possible, the wife would obtain 
a eet at the time, and not have to 
worry about it later when the hus- 
band might not agree to a Jewish 
ceremony of divorce. 

Once when | explained the 
nature of this change to a saintly 
rabbi in Jerusalem who, knowing

Professor Lieberman, had been 
astonished by the rumours about 
this innovation (and the spread of 
such rumours was certainly a viola- 
tion of the Biblical law, equivalent 
to the eating of forbidden food). 
he remarked: “ If so, you folks are 
right.” We were right. Since the 
promulgation of the ketuba and 
the establishment of the Beth Din 
enforcing provisions, over 
twenty women who otherwise 
would have married in violation of 
Jewish law, have obtained a proper 
er and are living with their second 
husbands in accordance with the 
laws of Moses and of Israel. A 
single case of reconciliation of hus- 
band and wite, or a single marriage 
which, dissolved by civil. courts, 
was also handled appropriately by 
Jewish authorities, would have 
justified what was done. 


Flourishing 
As the Rev. Dr. Chaim Pearl 
indicated ae. tletter to the 


“ Chronicle.” the existence of Con- 
servative Judaism prevented 
the complete assimilation of 
American Jewry, a real threat in 
the early years of the twentieth 
century, when Relorm Judaism ” 
was very definitely assimilationist, 
and when “Orthodox Judaism” 
was capable of persecuting so great 
a figure as Chief Rabbi Jacob 
Joseph. Both American ~ Ortho- 
doxy~ and American “Reform” 
have shifted their positions as a 
result of the existence of Conserva- 
tive Judaism. Hence, the flourish- 
ing of American Jewry in all its 
branches (to the extent that it ts 
flourishing) is really the result of 
the work of Schechter and his 
colleagues. 

Conservative Judaism has grown 
to vast proportions, and naturally 
is subject to Many interpretations 
of which | have given only one, the 
one which, in my opinion, will 
ultimately prevail. 


Conservative 


Judaism still has to deal with many 
problems of morals and ethics 
among its people. It still has to 
deal with widespread tgnorance of 
Judaism. It still has to bring about 
a sense of Jewish discipline in a 
land where discipline ttsell ts held 
in contempt.

Conservative 
Judaism is the interpretation. of 
Judaism which, loyal to the trad- 
tion, appeals to the devout Amert- 
can Jew who wants to be a Jew 
and also wants the assurance that 
Judaism has an answer to betud- 
dling moral problems 


Authenticity 


While Conservative Judaism 
regards total Judaism as the only 
authentic form of the faith, at will 
not quarrel with its opponents, who 


hold that only partial Judaism, 
whether ritualistic or moralistic 
alone, can survive in our time. 
Partial Judaism is better than no 
Judaisin Ihe Jew who observes 
the rituals but not necessarily the 
moral laws of the Torah is still 


partly a Jew. His descendants, it 
may be hoped, will return to tull 


Judaism. The same applies to the 
person who observes only the 
moral precepts of the Torah. 


Conservative Judaism also avoids 
quarrels with teachers and sages 
who, in an age of widespread 
scepticism, try to explain the origin 
of the Torah naturalistically, 
although their own behaviour, 


speaking louder than their words, 
proclaims their recognition of its 
Divine origin. We cannot aflord to 
dispense with any help which may

The author of this book deals with 
the laws and customs of circumcision 
and of redemption of the first-born, 
and discusses the historicity of many 
of the associated practices He 
especially enlarges on the subject of 
names, and includes lists of Hebrew 
and Fnglish names (male and female) 
with thei derivations and meanings. 
The publication is designed = for 
Amcrican-Jewish parents. and there ts 
an element of display that is typical 
of the American scene. 


Surprising errors 


Despite some very definite merit, 
however, the booklet falls far short 
of the standard required tor such an 
important subject. The language ts 
not always well-chosen and there 1s 


a lack of order with too much 
repetition and padding. The trans- 
literations of the Hebrew benedic- 
tions, although shown mainly as 


modern Sephardi, include a strange 
admixiure of Ashkenazi pronuncia- 
tion. 

Apart from this general criticism, 
attention must be drawn to one of 
two eross errors, which it is most 
surprising to find in a work that has 
received the approbation of a number 
of American rabbinic authorities. 
There is a faulty instruction on page 
45 as to the benediction to be recited 
at a milah where the mother is non- 
Jewish. Such a case would in fact 
be a ger. and the usual benedictions 
would not apply Ihe author has 
wrongly included it among other

dependent on Kersten that the latter 
was able to achieve a pardon and 
the release of many political prisoners 
and Jews from concentration camps.

He, however, learned the secrets of 
his profession from a Dr. Ko, a 
Chinese mystic who practised in 
Europe for a time then, having 
handed over his practice to Kersten, 
disappeared from the scene. Kersten, 
by a miature of some kind of faith 
healing and with some knowledge of 
human anatomy, made himself popu- 
lar, made a lot of money and power- 
ful friends. and lived on his estate in 
Giermany throughout the war without 
any of those restrictions that were 
inflicted on the German citizens. His 
state had extra-territorial status. He 
journcyed into neutral lands and nego- 
tiated with various neutral .govern- 
ments to release the persecuted from 
the camps. 


Emotional contours 


His actions are revealed in this 
book, but the emotional contours 
of the human’ being are hardly 
visible He often rgtionalises what 
scems to be a lack of feclings by 
non-attachment”” and non-cmo- 
tions” of Chinese philosophy.

“Reflections on Jewish Identity ” 
is the subject of a searching analysis 
contributed by Professor Daniel Bell, 
of Columbia University, in the 
American-Jewish Committce’s publi- 
cation Commentary. 


How does a modern Jew continue 
to identify himself with the Jewish 
fate? he asks. The simplest way of 
being a Jew is to be Orthodox“ at 
least in ritual, if not always in faith.” 
But_“ Orthodoxy leads to quietism : 
suffering is the badge, one accepts it 
as the mark of fate. One of the 
more disquieting facts about Jewish 
behaviour in the death camps was 
the extreme passivity of the people.” 

A different mode of Jewish identi- 
fication, the Professor remarks, lies in 
accepting the ethical content of 
Judaism while rejecting the ritual. 
“But if one is too much of a 
rationalist to accept Orthodoxy, one 
is too much of an irrationalist to 
accept the ‘merely’ ethical side of 
religion. Orthodoxy’s view of life 
may be too fatalistic, but that of 
ethical Judaism appears to some of 
us too shallow.” 


What is left, then, for one who 
feels himself to be a Jew, emotionally 
rather than rationally—who has not 


lost his sense of identification with 
the Jewish past and wants to under- 
stand the nature of that tie? After 
quoting the existentialist thinker, 
Emil Fackenheim, the writer adds: 
“ For me, therefore, to be a Jew. is 
to be part of a community woven by 
memory. the memory whose knots 
are tied by the Yizkor. . . . However 
much, as moderns, we reject the 
utterances of authority andthe 
injunctions of ritual, the religious 
link with our fellows is not the 
search for immortality or other con- 
solatory formulas against the fear of 
extinchion but is the link of memory 
and its articulation.” 


When Mr. Kenneth Kaunda. the 
Northern Rhodesia leader, was in 
London a few months ago he was 
introduced to Canon A. W. Eaton. 
at the House of Commons, by Sir 
Barnett Janner. The meeting 
bore fruit, as the summer edition of 
Common Ground, organ of the 
Council of Christians and Jews, 
explams.

MEMO ON BEAN BOTTLING 


HOOSE young, fresh runner 

beans. Wash thoroughly, 

string. and slice. Plunge the 
beans into boiling water; boil for 
five minutes, then drop into cold 
water: drain well. This blanching 
is to shrink the beans and to set 
their colour. 

Next pack the beans sia 
into clean, warm bottling jars, 
leaving a quarter-inch head space. 
Fill the jars with hot brine (made 
with 1 oz. kitchen salt to every 
quart of water) to cover the beans. 
A littl green colouring added 
improves the appearance. Work 
out the air bubbles. Adjust the 
screw or clip top. 

Now transfer immediately to the 
pressure cooker, all ready with the 


-trivet (inverted) and 14 pints of 


HOT water. to which a little lemon 
juice has been added to prevent 


Staining. ix the cover, turn heat 
to medium; wait until the steam 
flows freely from the centre vent. 
Lower the heat, and leave to steam 
for 5 to 7 minutes. Then put on 
the 10-lb. pressure control and 
bring to pressure. Process for 40 
minutes. Leave the cooker to 
reduce pressure at room tempera- 
ture for 10 minutes. 

Now lift out the jars on to a 
wooden board, and leave to cool 
(With screw-top jars, tighten bands 
immediately.) After 24 hours. 
remove screw-bands or clips and 
test the seal. Label. Store in a 
cool, dark place. 

The tinished product may have 
lost much of the brine. This is 
unavoidable and does not interfere 
with the keeping quality. The jars 
must never be opened after pro- 
cessing to replace liquid that has 
boiled out.

HE evil that men do lives 
after them.

Thus says Mark Anthony in 
“Julius Cesar,” and it is note- 
worthy that it is the male sex which 
is alluded to in the context, po 
mention is made of women. In 
history it is curious to note how 
transient have been the effects ol 
the activities of the majority o! 
bad women. In many instances 
the records show that their very 
mischief potentiality did mot sur- 
vive the duration of their attraction 
for the opposite sex, let alone their 
earthly existence. 

On the other side of the picture 
the good that women have accom- 
plished in their life-times not only 
outlives them, but seems to 
imperishable. and to be revived with 
great and increasing advantage by 
successive generations. Every hospi- 
tal in the United Kingdom bears 
evidence of the spirit and influence of 
Florence Nightingale. Children all 
over Europe are taught on principles 
devised by the Contessa Montessori 
in her original Casa de Bambina. 
And. of course, in our own commu- 
nity we are conscious that all the 
complicated and extensive infant and 
maternity services, which have now 
become an accepted part of the 
Health Services, were pioneered by a 
handful of great, good, and far-seeing 
Jewish women

The outstanding protagonist of 
mothers and babies was undoubtedly 
Alice Model. Today, in the Bearsted 
Memorial Hospital, her portrait 
hangs in the waiting-room. But 
beautiful as is the classic example of 
the art of Solomon J. Solomon, it is 
the least noticeable evidence of Mrs. 


Model's presence and _ influence 
throughout . the building. The 
supremely high level of hospital 


organisation, coupled with a human 
understanding of patients, are redo- 
lent of her personality, her teaching. 
and her life passion. The rows of 
immaculate cradles in the bright, 
cheerful nursery need the kindly 
sympathy and shared happiness of 
the nurse mm charge as she wheels 
each tiny occupant to the glass door 
for a close-up of its papa, to com- 
plete the true atmosphere Mrs. 
Model strove to create. 

In the dark distant days when the 
Sick Room Help Society, under Mrs 
Model's nsistence. fi si provided half 
a dozen beds for mothers from slum 
homes, she persistently preached her 
doctrine. The very highest and most 
exacting standards of medical hygiene 
must always be accompanied by love 
of. and sympathy with. the patients 
Mrs. Model loved babies. She knew 
all those born in the hospital inti 
mately, and she loved to nurse them 
in permitted h8urs. If her influence 
does ultimately penetrate into those 
institutions where ’ less hapoy 
human relations obtain, then truly the 
good th rreal “woman of worth 
accomplished in her life-time will live 
on imdefinitely, and in fact like old 
soldiers will never die

OL. Nidre is” the name 
K given to the eve of Yom 

Kippur. The Kol Nidre 
service is really a declaration can- 
celling in advance all the vows and 
promises which will be made to 
God in haste and difficulty in the 
year to come. 

Some learned men claim that 
Kol Nidre was introduced for the 
benefit of those who, on pain of 
death, were forced to accept other 
religions. These victims lived out- 
wardly as Christians or Moham- 
medans, but secretly managed to 
keep the laws of Judaism. 

Here is a beautiful memory of 
a Kol Nidre service held on an 
American farm from “ Sixty Years 
of Life,” by Israel Isser Kasovich. 

“| will never forget the beauti- 
ful scene that took place during 
Kol Nidre. The company assem- 
bled in the house of one of the 
farmers. The house was sur- 
rounded by trees; the windows 
were open, and a soft, refreshing 
breeze was blowing. 


Sunburnt faces

while the women stood in the other 
with sunburnt faces and white 
dresses. The sad and pleasant 
Kol Nidre melody flowed into the 
silence of the night.

In the year 1142 rederick hecame 


lmperor of Germany. In his later years 
he participated in the crusade 

In the year 1188 the Sultan of, Fevpt, 
Saladin, conquered almost all of Pales- 


tine and also took Jerusalem. The Pope 
urged the Christian rulers to return and 
take the Holy Land from the hands of 
the Moslems. Richard (the Lion Heart), 
King of England, and Pinhp UH, of 
France, organtsed armies and proceeded . 
by sea to Palestine. 


During the third crusade the Jews of 
England suffered immensely. On the 
very day Richard was crowned the mob 
attacked the Jews m London and other 
crlies. In the cily of York the Jews 
took refuge in the King’s — castle 


against the attackers. When their pro- 
visions were finished the Jews killed 
their familtes and themselves. 

rederick did not want any outbreak 
of violence, therefore he ordered the 
priests to preach in the churches that it 
was forbidden to harm the Jews. For 
this reason the Jews of Germany were 
not persecuted during the third crusade. 

Of the large German army, only a 
thousand reached Palestine. With the 
help of the Kings of France and Eng- 
land they conquered the fortress of Acre, 
but Jerusalem still remained in the 
hands of the Moslems. Finally, Richard 
made peace with the Sultan. who 
promised to permit small groups of

Sirn.—Within moments of reading 
Mr. Cohn's attack on me (in last 
week's issuc), | opened my post-bag

So Mr. Cohn. a born German (1 
am unaware of his present nationa- 
lity), associates me with dictatorial 
rather than with spiritual leaders. He 
evidently does not know my conere- 

tion. He might care to know that 
Colece 1 made up my mind to make 
this stand, | was inundated with 
requests from the overwhelming 
majority of my members. and several 
requests from others outside my con- 
gregation to give them a lead on this 
matter. He might also like to know 
that | dissuaded several ex-Service- 
men from returning their war medals 
to the local council, and planning a 
protest march 

No, Mr. Cohn, whatever  pro- 
German sympathies you possess, I 
can never forget the reply of the 
Beast of. Belsen when he was asked 
how could he possibly look upon 
such horrors and human sufferings 
with such indifference. He retorted: 
“I am more than surprised at your 
amazement. Do you not crush under 
foot a beetle without the slightest 
compunction or feelings of remorse ? ~ 
Far too many Germans. Mr. Cohn. 
felt the same way. and [{ am still 
unconvinced that this inhuman, and 
not only antisemitic. feeling has been 
totally eradicated from thei: 
emotional make-up. Today, 1 treat 
every German on his merits 

Being constantly aware of my own 
personal terrible emotional bias | 
have never attempted to persuade any 
Jew to harbour hate oe revenge, or 
never to forgive and forget. My sole 
contention ts. and always will be: 
should the onus always have 
to fall on the victim of tvranny to 
forgive and forget, and the guilty 
ones—including the accessory after 
the fact—be pardoned so casily and 
so quickly ?” Their crimes were too 
horrible, and the sufferings of their 
victims too ghastly. 


ODESSA “A JEWISH 
CITY ” 


Sir, —Having just returned from a 
visit to the Soviet Union and various 
Commuaist countries, we can 
only describe Mr. Rosen's report 
(August 25 issue) on. the Jewish com- 
munity in Odessa. as misleading. 

When we arrived in Odessa some 
four weeks ago we immediately asked 
for the synagogue, and without any 
difficulty a taxi took us to a beautiful 
one not far from the port. Here 
we were welcomed by two Jews who 
were cleaning and tidying up. Ihe) 
told us that services were held regu- 
larly and we could see for ourselves 
various Hebrew books, including the 
Talmud and Mishna, laying on the 
tables. These had been used to 
study earlier in the day we were told 

We learnt that there were othe! 
synagogues in the town and also that 
Odessa Jewry boasts of some excel- 
lent Chazanim. In fact, when some 
of our friends visited the synagogue 
later on they had the pleasure of! 
listening to two young Chazanim 

ractising for the forthcoming 
Hols “days. 

Mr. Rosen stated that he was 
astonished and grieved at the absence 
of Yiddishkeit in a town once teem 
ing with Jews. Being able to speak 
Yiddish we were far from being 
aggrieved when we found that Odessa 
is still today a very Jewish city. We 
constantly came into contact in the 
streets and stores with people, young 
and old, who were not only anxious 
but willing to speak in Yiddish. In 
particular we would mention two 
young girl shop assistants who upon 
hearing us speak Yiddish immediately 
spoke to us in that language. They 
even left their counters. ignoring the 
other customers, to talk to us. SO 
much for Mr. Rosen's report that 
“only the older ones speak Yiddish. 

The fact that in Odessa no young 
people attend synagogue, coupled 
with the dire shortage of religious 
requisites, makes the situation here. 
and indeed in the whole of the Soviet 
Union, sad enough without mis- 
informed reports. 

While we are in no way if sym- 
pathy with Communism and conse- 
quently far from satisfied with the 
position of our brethren behind the 


Iron Curtain. we nevertheless feel. 


that it is umportant that a fair picture 
of the Jewish situation should always 
be portrayed.

If a responsible citizen 
can calmly equate the most diabolical 
and fiendish crimes, so methodically 
planned, and so sadistically executed 
by a nation well known for ifs 
militaristic tendencies and antisemitic 
prejudices with the “dreadful occur- 
rences” that took place im Palestine, 
then Mr. Cohn should look else- 
where for a reply to his question, 
“whether sheer ignorance and gross 
recklessness alone are responsible . . . 
or whether subtler forces have been 
at work.” No, Mr. Cohn. All my 
members are true, loyal, and devoted 
citizens of this country who appre- 
crate the spirit of democratic liberties 
by voring their protestations against 
a people which has twice in their 
lifetime tried to bring this country 
to its knees. 


The entire “ Friendship Link ” pro- 
ject has been mishandled. Knowing 
that the Hendon Borough contains a 
large Jewish population which every 
mayor has said has unquestionably

Sin, Since the establishment of 
the State of Israel ‘the General 
/ionist Committee of the Zionist 
Federation of this country have 
rigidly adhered to the policy of non- 
dientification with the Israeli political 
parties—a policy adopted by our 
annual conference in 1952, when this 
issue was first discussed, and has 
been endorsed by annual conferences 
ever since, 

Before the establishment of the 
State those who, up to recently, were 
the Isracli Progressive Party, as also 
other General Zionists mn Isracl, have 
formed part of the World Confedera- 
tion of General Zionists. But since 
the formation, on our initiative and 
with our help, of the World Con- 
federation, under the leadership of 
Rose Halprin and Israel Goldstein, 
we have rigidly adhered to the policy 
of non-identification, and no Israel: 
party forms part of our World 
ontederation. 

it is natural that we should share 
certain convictions with our erstwhile 
friends and colleagues, but these have 
been confined during the last ten 
years to our support of the Hanoar 
Hatzioni and the Shnat = Sherut 
project. 

As to Hanoar Hatzioai—I would 
remind you that this movement was 
acknowledged and accepted asthe 
World Zionist Youth Movement of 
the World Confederation of General 
7Zionss's as from 1946. 

With regard to Shnat Sherut-—most 
of our candidates have hitherto gone 
to Kfar Usha—a setthment which 
contains members associated with 
more than one party in Israel and 
some who are identified with none

Sin,—-I recently visited the site of 
the former Belsen concentration

As you will see from the 
phofograph below, the condition of 
the memorial is a reproach to the 
living and a disgrace to the memory 
of the dead. 

During the years when I was in 
Belsen as a member of the Jewish 


Relief Unit—1945 to 1950—I1 made 
it one of my particular tasks to see 
that this memorial was «kept in per- 


fect order. My sorrow and shock 
at its present condition leaves me 
beyond words. Added to this was 
the shame I felt at looking at the 
memorial. in the company of several 
Christian ministers, who remarked on 
the condition of the stone put up by 
the Jews, compated with the other 
memorial erected by independent non- 
Jewish bodies, which, for your infor- 
mation, ts beautifully kept. 

Surely the memory of those who 
died should command some respect 
and be worth the expenditure of only 
a few pounds needed annually to keep 
this memorial in order.

come to us in the preservation and 
advancement of the lorah. Some 
years ago a brilliant young poet 
told me: “I believe in your enter- 
prise, but 1 cannot join it.” A 
British scholar to whom I reported 
this remarked: “ Well, he is a 
fellow-traveller of Judaism, and 
fellow-travellers may often decide 
the outcome of an undertaking.” 

American Conservative Judaism 
owes much to Britain. The 
Schechter who emerged § from 
Rumania or who studied in Vienna 
would scarcely have been able to 
create Conservative Judaism in its 
present form. Schechter tried to 
establish in a new world, where his 
hands were free, a Judaism reflect- 
ing that which is strongest in the 
Enelish United Synagogue (after 
which he named the American 
organisation he founded), but even 
more clearly rooted in the East 
European soil of rabbinic learning. 
In this effort he succeeded beyond 
his fondest expectations. There 
remains for his successors the duty 
to be loyal to his memory, to fol- 
low in the paths he trod, and to 
labour further, in the face of new 
challenges and opportunities, in the 
spirit which animated him. 


Moral inspiration 


lf they are true to him, misinter- 
pretation will not discourage, much 
less infuriate, them. They will 
suffer insult without retort. They 
will refuse to be diverted from 
their great task into polemics with 
other groups. 
trate as he did on the great task of 
understanding and learning Jewish 
lore, trying to observe it in all its 
manifold facets, and to bring about 
its further observance and respect 
among all groups of Jews. Con- 
servative Judaism need not be 
large, but it must be great. It need 
not, as an institution, dominate 
American Jewish lite. But it should 
try, as a religious force, to colour 
the whole American Jewish scene ; 
and, as matters now stand, try to 
provide moral inspiration for all of 
America and, indeed, the whole of 
mankind.

Increasing competition is forcing 
more and more Boards to consider 
mergers. Two highly interesting 
ones, in quite different spheres, were 
announced last week. well- 
known drink manufacturers of 
Showerings, Vine Products, and 
Whiteway's Cyder propose to amalga- 
mate into a group with assets in the 
£16 million region, while Dalgety and 
Company and New Zealand Loan 
and Mercantile Agency Company are 
joining up in a £50 millon merger 
which will result in the biggest wool 
broking house in the world. 

The drinks merger, which will bring 
under a common head Babycham. 
Britvic Fruit Juices, Sanatogen Tonic 
Wine. Duval Wines, and Whuiteways. 
Coates, and Gaymers ciders, is made 
by a share exchange into a new hold- 
ing company. There is little doubt 
that competition in this sphere has 
been building up. and while each 
company will retain its identity, the 
ability to effect savings in distribu- 
tion, marketing. administration, and, 
what is more, costly competitive 
advertising will be an increasing 
factor for the future. 

The Dalgety and the New Zealand 
Loan undertakings topped the £100 
million mark in their wool trading 
last year and here holders in New 
Zealand Loan are offered shares io 
Dalgety. The equivalent price is not 
greatly above that ruling in _ the 
market for, as Lieut.Col. C. P 
Dawnay, the Dalgety Chairman, 
points out, this is not a take-over 
but a true merger calculated on asset 
valuation and earnings records.
